PRESIDENT’S  ADDRESS 


To  the  Members  of  the  Board  of  Trade  of  the  City  of  Toro?ito: 

Gentlemen, — Adhering  to  custom,  I  now  offer  a  few  re¬ 
marks  upon  the  work  of  the  past  year  and  upon  topics  relating 
to  the  future. 

The  Board  has,  during  the  year,  suffered  the  loss  by  death 
of  ii  members,  as  follows: — Wm.  Adams,  Thos.  R.  Bain, 
Thos.  Dunnet,  Adam  Gourlay,  H.  S.  Howland,  Geo.  C.  Hus¬ 
band,  J.  D.  King,  Walter  S.  Lee,  Jas.  E.  Millett,  R.  J.  Quig¬ 
ley,  and  Jas.  Scott.  A  number  of  these  gentlemen  had  been 
prominent  in  Board  of  Trade  and  other  circles  and  are  greatly 
missed.  To-day  is,  I  believe,  the  first  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Board  for  many  years  at  which  we  have  not  been  cheerfully 
greeted  at  the  entrance  to  the  rotunda  by  the  late  Mr.  Walter 
S.  Lee,  in  his  capacity  of  scrutineer. 

The  total  membership  at  the  end  of  1901  was  871,  an 
increase  of  57  over  the  number  at  the  end  of  1900.  A  fur¬ 
ther  gain  in  membership  is  to  be  reported  for  the  year  1902,  at 
the  end  of  which  we  had  927  members,  being  a  net  increase 
over  the  previous  year  of  56.  To  Mr.  E.  R.  Wood,  the  late 
Treasurer,  and  now  2nd  Vice-President  of  the  Board,  is  due  a 
great  deal  of  the  credit  for  last  year’s  increase,  he  having  per¬ 
sonally  secured  many  new  members,  and  gathered  around  him 
as  Chairman  of  the  Membership  Committee  several  members  of 
the  Board  who  took  great  interest  in  enlarging  our  numbers. 

It  would  probably  serve  no  useful  purpose  to  go  over  in 
detail  all  the  questions  discussed  during  the  year  at  the  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  Council  and  of  the  full  Board.  A  synopsis  of  pro¬ 
ceedings  will  be  published  in  our  Annual  Report.  Reference 
may,  however,  be  made  to  just  a  few. 

The  Council  of  the  Board  has  given  support  during  the 
year  in  different  directions  to  the  work  of  the  Technical  School 
Board  in  Toronto,  where  we  were  most  effectively  represented 
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by  Mr.  J.  D.  Allan,  our  newly-elected  First  Vice-President. 
The  governing  body  of  the  Technical  School  has  succeeded  in 
making  considerable  headway,  and  has  come  through  its  pre¬ 
liminary  work.  The  ideals  designed  to  be  reached  through 
this  instrumentality  are  most  important.  Those  in  charge  of 
the  work,  however,  realize,  probably  with  greater  clearness 
than  any  others,  that  the  work  is  yet  in  its  infancy,  is  done 
comparatively  crudely,  and  must  have  greater  recognition  from 
the  general  business  public  before  it  can  hope  to  reach  its  high¬ 
est  usefulness.  Of  course,  Canada  is  developing  fast,  its 
population  is  from  good  stock,  and  we  will  always  make  pro¬ 
gress  more  or  less,  but  we  can  only  make  such  strides  as  are 
within  our  possibilities,  when  business  ranks  are  constantly 
being  fed  with  minds  trained  not  only  in  the  “three  R’s,”  but 
also  in  the  ground  work  of  the  technical  requirements  of  busi¬ 
nesses  conducted  upon  an  intelligent  plane. 

An  active  Committee  have  had  under  consideration  the 
institution  of  an  “Old  Home  Week”  for  Toronto,  and,  per¬ 
haps,  the  Province  generally  during  the  coming  summer,  the 
object  being  to  furnish  an  incentive  to  Canadians  now  residing 
in  the  United  States  to  revisit  their  old  friends  and  their  native 
country.  Such  projects  have  been  undertaken  upon  a  limited 
scale  in  Canada,  and  in  a  larger  way  in  certain  of  the  States. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  co-operation  with  the  City  Council  the 
Board  may  be  able  to  carry  through  the  project  successfully. 

At  the  invitation  of  this  Board,  a  Conference  of  Boards  of 
Trade  of  the  whole  country  was  held,  by  kind  permission  of 
the  Premier,  in  the  Legislative  Buildings,  Toronto,  on  June  4th, 
5th  and  6th. 

The  Conference  was  composed  of  156  delegates,  represent¬ 
ing  63  Boards,  representation  having  been  upon  the  basis  of  one 
delegate  to  each  100  members.  The  resolutions  brought  up 
for  discussion  comprised  a  long  list  of  subjects.  Of  these  re¬ 
solutions,  however,  the  delegates,  as  a  rule,  had  had  previous 
notice,  and  regarding  many  of  them  there  was  practically  un¬ 
animous  opinion.  Thus  only  comparatively  few  of  them  re¬ 
quired  exhaustive  discussion,  and  these  were  dealt  with  most 
comprehensively.  The  speeches  were  short,  well  considered, 
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and  to  the  point.  It  was  realized  that  ample  time  would  be 
afforded  to  allow  of  thorough  discussion,  but  none  could  be 
spared  for  eloquence,  bombast  or  insincerities.  Upon  most 
questions  the  minorities  against  adopted  resolutions  were  slight, 
and  it  was  felt  that  the  subjects  had  been  considered  to  a  con¬ 
clusion.  Upon  other  subjects,  such  as  Defence  and  Preferen¬ 
tial  treatment  within  the  Empire,  there  were  good  majorities  in 
favor  of  the  resolutions  as  carried,  the  differences  brought  out 
in  discussion  relating  less,  probably,  to  principles  than  to  meth¬ 
ods,  or  to  different  understandings  of  the  application  of  prin¬ 
ciples.  Upon  the  question  of  Preferential  treatment  within  the 
Empire,  Canada,  of  course,  has  not  the  decision  within  her 
hands.  Regarding  Defence,  however,  the  course  to  be  adopted 
lies  with  us,  and,  speaking  only  for  myself,  I  firmly  believe  that 
we  will  never  receive  nor  deserve  full  respect  from  Great  Britain 
until  Canada  either  takes  steps  frankly  for  Independence,  as¬ 
suming  totally  the  cost  of  her  own  defence,  or  quietly  takes  her 
place  as  one  of  the  self-governing  and  self-respecting  countries 
of  the  Empire,  with  full  partnership  in  both  the  privileges 
and  the  burdens  of  Imperial  concerns.  It  is  an  anachronism 
that  England  still  furnishes  the  sinews  for  defence,  and  retains 
the  domination  over  her  associate  countries  in  other  than  inter¬ 
nal  matters  to  the  extent  she  does — an  extent  which  has  become 
illogical,  and  would  be  much  more  so  if  Canada  should  accept  at 
once  the  dignity  and  responsibility  of  real  nationhood.  Once  the 
principle  were  adopted,  a  plan  could  be  devised  which  would 
work  out  with  some  gradualness  and  would  not  test  our  re¬ 
sources  severely.  Even  should  the  results  of  a  straightfor¬ 
ward,  manly  course  in  this  direction  be  disappointing  in  its 
bearing  upon  our  relations  with  Great  Britain,  I  feel  satisfied 
that  the  effect  from  our  taking  steps  to  carry  out  this  principle 
would  be  the  increase  of  the  stature  of  Canadianism.  It  seems 
to  me  that  we  are  too  inclined  to  rest  easy  under  the  weak  fallacy 
that  an  obligation  does  not  exist  if  we  do  not  acknowledge  it. 

The  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Conference  were  presented 
by  a  Committee  to  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier  prior  to  his  departure  for 
the  Conference  of  Premiers  of  the  Empire.  The  Premier  gave 
the  Committee  a  careful  hearing,  and  it  is,  perhaps,  not  too 
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much  to  say  that  the  Conference  was  productive  of  direct  re¬ 
sults  fully  justifying  the  trouble  that  was  taken.  A  resolution 
was  adopted  at  the  Conference  calling-  for  the  taking  of  active 
steps  towards  the  promotion  of  Canadian  commerce  with  South 
Africa  and  Australasia  by  the  establishment  of  a  cargo  steam  ser¬ 
vice  from  Canadian  ports  to  be  subsidized  at  so  much  per  out¬ 
ward  voyage,  calling  at  South  African  ports  and  proceeding  to 
ports  in  Australasia,  thus  enabling  the  development  of  business 
in  heavier  articles  than  was  possible  under  existing  conditions. 
Action  was  taken  exactly  upon  these  lines  within  a  short  time 
after  the  Couference — very  much,  it  may  be  mentioned,  to  the 
credit  of  Sir  William  Mulock.  Indirectly,  one  of  the  most  use¬ 
ful  objects  served  by  the  Conference  was  the  bringing  toge¬ 
ther  of  astute  business  men  from  all  over  the  Dominion  for  real 
discussion  of  the  live  topics  which  relate  to  the  development  of 
the  country.  A  notable  result  was  that  people  in  the  West 
were  brought  into  friendly  touch  with  the  people  of  the  East, 
and  both  with  delegates  from  the  Central  Province  of  Ontario. 
The  reasonableness  of  different  and  apparently  conflicting 
points  of  view  was  brought  out  clearly,  and  an  outcome  of 
all  such  Conferences  must  be  less  sectionalism,  and  broader 
thinking. 

The  text  of  the  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Annual  Confer¬ 
ence  of  the  Boards  of  Trade  will  be  printed  in  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Toronto  Board,  which  will  shortly  be  available. 

Very  soon  after  the  Conference  of  Boards  of  Trade  of  the 
Dominion  was  over,  tbe  situation  between  the  Toronto  Rail¬ 
way  Company  and  its  conductors  and  motormen  became  acute. 
A  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Board  was  called  to  discuss 
the  position,  and,  after  considerable  hesitation,  it  was  decided 
that  in  the  interests  of  the  citizens  of  Toronto  the  influence  of 
the  Board  should  be  used  to  avert,  if  possible,  the  distressing 
conditions  which  are  inseparable  from  street  railway  strikes. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Council  held  on  June  16th,  the  follow¬ 
ing  Committee  was  appointed  to  deal  with  the  matter,  namely, 
Messrs.  James  D.  Allan,  W.  J.  Gage,  Secretary  Jarvis,  and  the 
President.  This  Committee  attended  the  midnight  meetings 
held  by  the  railway  employees,  and  were  able  to  act  in  an  inter- 
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mediary  capacity  between  the  employees  and  the  Railway  Com¬ 
pany.  After  prolonged  negotiations  all  their  efforts  to  bring 
about  an  arrangement  satisfactory  to  both  parties  proved  in  the 
first  instance  unavailing,  and  on  the  morning  of  Saturday,  June 
2 1 st,  the  street  railway  cars  ceased  operation,  a  strike  having 
been  declared  at  the  close  of  an  all-night  meeting  held  by  the 
conductors  and  motormen.  The  Committee  felt  chagrined  that 
their  efforts,  which  at  one  time  bade  fair  to  be  successful, 
should  have  fallen  to  the  ground,  and  it  seemed  that  everything 
that  could  have  been  done  had  been  done,  and  that  the  strike 
would  have  to  take  its  course.  After  having  lain  down  their 
arms,  feeling  that  all  responsibility  had  been  shifted  from  their 
shoulders,  the  Committee  rested  from  their  labors.  But  the 
violence  which  set  in  as  soon  as  it  was  known  that  there  was  a 
strike  so  intensified  the  situation  and  so  quickened  percep¬ 
tions  that,  on  Sunday  afternoon,  at  two  o’clock,  the  question 
of  getting  the  Committee  again  together  for  a  further  effort 
was  broached,  and  during  that  afternoon  and  evening,  and 
all  night  and  until  two  o’clock  on  Monday  afternoon,  the 
Committee,  which  had  been  reinforced  by  Mr.  J.  W.  Flavelle, 
were  in  continuous  negotiations  with  both  parties  to  the  con¬ 
troversy,  finally  having  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  the 
differences  had  been  eliminated  and  that  the  cars  would  start 
running  the  following  morning.  I  have  no  desire  to  enlarge 
upon  this  question,  nor  to  dissert  upon  the  relations  between 
labor  and  capital,  further  than  perhaps  to  quote  a  pregnant 
paragraph  from  an  article  by  Andrew  Carnegie,  that  lays 
down  some  basic  principles  which  it  is  always  foolish  to  ignore. 
This  quotation  is  as  follows  : 

“  In  our  day,  Capital,  Business  Ability,  and  Manual  Labor  are 
the  legs  of  a  three-legged  stool.  While  the  three  legs  stand  sound 
and  firm,  the  stool  stands  ;  but  let  any  one  of  the  three  weaken 
and  break,  let  it  be  pulled  out  or  struck  out,  down  goes  the 
stool  to  the  ground.  And  the  stool  is  of  no  use  until  the  third 
leg  is  restored.” 

I  suppose  that  labor  struggles  will  become  less  frequent, 
but  will  not  wholly  disappear  until  some  time  close  to  the  mil¬ 
lennium,  when  employers  become  equally  dominated  by  their 
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own  point  of  view  and  by  that  of  their  employees,  and  when 
employees  come  to  see  the  other  side  of  the  question  as  clearly 
as  they  do  their  own,  and  when,  in  short,  the  Golden  Rule 
becomes  both  common  law  and  common  practice. 

An  officer  of  the  Board  was  permitted  to  be  of  some  slight 
service  in  a  difference  between  employers  and  employed  in  con¬ 
nection  with  a  private  firm.  I  think  it  may  be  said  that  the 
members  of  the  Council,  while  not  desiring  to  interfere  in  any¬ 
body’s  business,  will  always  be  glad  to  provide  means  looking 
toward  the  adjustment  of  important  labor  troubles.  At  the 
same  time,  it  is  recognized  that  the  best  facility  for  insuring 
proper  relations  between  the  two  interests  is  that  both  sides 
will  give  thorough  and  fair  consideration  to  the  conditions 
governing  each.  It  cannot,  perhaps,  be  too  strongly  empha¬ 
sized  that  the  arrangement  between  employers  and  employees 
constitutes  a  contract  between  two  parties  of  equal  standing. 
While  that  contract  exists,  it  is  subject  to  termination  on 
either  side  by  proper  notice,  but  each  side  is  as  necessary  to 
the  community  as  the  other,  and  modern  thought  is  intolerant 
of  arrogance  whether  on  the  part  of  capitalists,  “  captains  of 
industry,”  or  employees,  or  labor  leaders. 

On  the  morning  of  July  ioth,  a  fire  occurred  which  resulted 
in  the  destruction  of  the  premises  occupied  by  Messrs.  P. 
McIntosh  &  Sons,  on  Front  Street  East,  and  in  the  death  of 
five  firemen,  who  bravely  lost  their  lives  in  the  discharge  of 
duty.  The  Council  of  the  Board  decided  that  action  should 
be  taken  to  form  a  permanent  fund  from  which  sufficient  in¬ 
come  might  be  derived  to  provide,  as  far  as  should  be  neces¬ 
sary  for  the  wives,  children,  and  others  dependent  upon  the 
earnings  of  these  five,  and  other  firemen  who  had  died,  or 
should  die  from  accidents  occurring  while  on  duty.  A  Com¬ 
mittee  was  formed  from  members  of  the  Council,  comprising 
Messrs.  J.  W.  Flavelle,  Edward  Gurney,  J.  F.  Ellis,  and  Noel 
Marshall,  which  associated  itself  with  other  gentlemen,  not¬ 
ably,  Messrs.  H.  C.  Hammond  and  J.  J.  Kenny.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  proposed  that  the  City  Council  should  give  a  grant  of 
$25,000,  and  that  another  $25,000  should  be  raised  by  private 
subscription  from  the  citizens  at  large.  The  City  Council 
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made  an  appropriation  of  the  sum  suggested,  and  the  appeal 
to  the  general  public  was  so  successful  that  the  total  sum 
secured  was  $54,342.60.  This  amount  was  handed  over  to 
Trustees  of  the  Fund.  Under  the  terms  of  the  Trust  Deed, 
these  Trustees  are  the  Mayor,  the  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trade,  the  President  of  the  Fire  Underwiters’  Association, 
and  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Brigade.  The  necessities  of  the 
various  dependents  upon  those  firemen  who  have  lost  their 
lives  in  recent  years  have  been  duly  considered  by  the 
Trustees,  and  relief  afforded  accordingly.  A  most  satisfac¬ 
tory  arrangement  as  to  the  investment  of  the  Fund  was  made, 
under  which  the  City  Treasurer  holds  the  money,  paying  the  in¬ 
terest  thereupon  at  the  rate  of  4%  per  annum.  Special  praise 
regarding  the  successful  formation  of  this  Fund  should  be  given 
to  Mr.  J.  W.  Flavelle,  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  Mr.  Noel 
Marshall,  Mr.  H.  C.  Hammond,  and  Secretary  Jarvis,  who  per¬ 
formed  hard,  continuous,  and  valuable  work.  The  citizens  re¬ 
sponded  nobly,  but  the  initiated  know  that  apparently  spontan¬ 
eous  results  generally  arise  from  vigorous  underlying  efforts. 
The  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Council  are  to  be  congratulated 
upon  having  risen  promptly  to  the  occasion,  and  grateful  re¬ 
cognition  is  due  to  Mr.  Edmund  Bristol,  who  not  only  was  a 
subscriber  to  the  Fund,  but  gave  his  legal  services  in  pre¬ 
paring  and  in  taking  part  in  several  consultations  regarding 
the  terms  of  the  Trust  Deed. 

The  Council  called  during  the  year  a  meeting  to  consider 
the  question  of  prohibition  of  the  liquor  traffic,  which  had  be¬ 
come  a  live  one  through  an  intimation  that  the  Government 
intended  introducing  a  Prohibitory  Bill.  The  calling  of  the 
meeting  was  dictated  principally  from  three  standpoints, 
namely:  (1)  That  the  Board  of  Trade  has  an  interest  in 
decisions  regarding  all  important  moral  questions,  if  for  no 
other  reason  ti\an  for  their  effect  upon  the  commerce  of 
the  country ;  (2)  that  in  the  proposed  immediate  intro¬ 
duction  of  Prohibition,  without  provision  for  compensation, 
seemed  to  be  involved  the  principle  of  commercial  integrity; 
and,  (3)  that  the  ear  of  the  public  upon  this  question  had 
been  almost  monopolized  by  extremists  upon  both  sides, 
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whereas  the  opinions  of  the  large  moderate  body  of  the  com¬ 
munity  had  not  received  attention.  The  substantive  resolution 
adopted  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board  was  as  follows: — “That 
this  meeting,  having  regard  to  all  the  circumstances,  is  of 
opinion  that  the  best  interests  of  temperance  would  be  ad¬ 
vanced  by  the  introduction  of  a  measure  providing  for  greater 
restrictions  upon  the  liquor  traffic,  and  by  taking  steps  to 
insure  that  existing  and  succeeding  temperance  legislation 
shall  be  strictly  enforced.”  Perhaps  the  passage  of  a  Pro¬ 
hibition  Bill,  with  the  succeeding  referendum,  has  cleared  the 
air  and  emphasized  once  more  the  opposition  to  intemperance. 
The  proposition  has  not,  however,  taken  hold  of  the  main 
body  of  the  electorate.  The  vote  in  favor  of  the  application  of 
the  Act  was  made  up  partly  from  those  who  always  vote  in 
favor  of  anything  labelled  “temperance,”  and  many  of  whom 
are  careless  in  examining  the  methods  proposed  for  furthering 
theirviews,  andpartlyfrom  those  who  had  studiedthe  bill  andcon- 
sidered  it  practicable,  together  with  many  who  were  not  wholly 
satisfied,  but  who  thought  that  in  some  way  the  situation  might 
clear,  and  that  good  would  come  out  of  an  affirmative  vote. 
Very  many,  whom  it  would  be  the  height  of  folly  to  regard  as 
enemies  to  morality  and  temperance,  did  not  vote  at  all, 
feeling  that  a  real  solution  of  the  question  was  not  being 
pressed  for  decision.  Personally,  I  believe  that  the  resolution, 
as  cited  above,  embodies  the  true  idea.  Gradual  evolution  in 
sentiment  and  practice  has  resulted  in  an  advance  in  sobriety, 
which,  comparing  with  conditions  a  number  of  years  ago, 
is  very  marked.  This  tendency  should,  of  course,  be  taken 
advantage  of  to  the  full,  and  reasonable  rather  than  revolution¬ 
ary  methods  suggest  themselves  as  likely  to  bring  desired 
results.  I  believe  that  seventy-five  per  cent,  of  the  electorate 
in  this  Province  will  back  up  any  Government  which  will  carry 
through  an  Act  providing  for  a  tighter  hold  upon  and  better 
regulation  of  the  liquor  traffic,  and  that  the  same  percentage 
will  uphold  the  rigid  enforcement  of  such  an  Act.  The  diffi¬ 
culty  in  enforcing  sumptuary  laws  is  exaggerated,  and  I  feel 
strongly  that  there  is  no  quality  upon  recognition  of  which  any 
Government  may  rely  more  confidently  for  support  than  courage 
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in  instituting-  and  enforcing  wholesome  laws.  Yet  there  is  no 
quality,  perhaps,  which  Governments  are  more  prone  to  under¬ 
rate. 

The  future  of  the  city  of  Toronto  will  well  repay  study.  As 
the  present  Mayor  and  Council  are  only  starting  on  their 
duties,  such  a  reference  will  not  be  regarded  as  indelicate. 
We  have  done  too  much  drifting  during  the  last  ten  years. 
Within  that  time,  Toronto  has  become  a  metropolis,  and  has 
actually  entered  upon  conditions  demanding  larger  methods 
than  have  previously  obtained.  There  are  things  which  may 
still  be  had  at  fair  cost,  regarding  which,  if  their  acquisition  is 
too  long  delayed,  we  must  pay  heavy  penalties.  The  time  for 
theorizing  and  postponing  has  gone  by.  Action  should  be 
initiated  without  delay  as  to  our  parks,  sewers,  water  supply 
and  all  other  municipal  equipment,  from  the  point  of  view  of 
what  will  be  required  by  a  city  of  500,000  people.  Minne¬ 
apolis,  which  is  not  quite  so  populous  as  Toronto,  provided 
years  ago  a  fine  system  of  parks  with  thirty  miles  of  drive¬ 
ways.  These  were  procured  partly  through  gifts  and  partly 
by  purchase,  at  much  less  cost  than  present  values,  and  at 
only  a  fraction  of  what  they  would  cost  twenty  years  from 
now.  The  gifts  of  land  by  citizens  were  almost  wholly  stimu¬ 
lated  through  the  institution  of  a  Park  Commission  composed 
of  citizens  of  such  grade  and  clothed  with  such  sufficient 
powers  as  to  inspire  the  belief  that  the  Commission’s  projects 
would  be  well  thought  out  and  would  be  comprehensive 
and  continuous.  The  whole  system  has  been  laid  out,  and  as 
the  city  has  more  money  to  hand  over  from  time  to  time  to  the 
Park  Commissioners,  the  parks  and  driveways  can  simply  be 
brought  to  still  greater  degrees  of  perfection.  The  framework  is 
there.  The  same  principle  applies  in  other  directions.  We  have 
a  city  which  is  greatly  favored  naturally,  and,  largely  through 
private  enterprise  and  unorganized  effort,  it  is  a  beautiful  city 
and  is  hardly  surpassed  by  any  as  a  desirable  place  of  resi¬ 
dence.  Many  things  are,  however,  “at  loose  ends,”  and  the 
situation  must  be  taken  up  with  a  comprehensive  grasp  if  we 
we  are  to  maintain  our  position  relatively  with  other  cities. 

The  business  of  Canada  has  shown  a  steady  advance  during 
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the  year  just  closed.  The  totals  of  imports  and  exports  are 
not  yet  available,  though  these  have  both  almost  doubled  dur¬ 
ing  the  last  five  years,  and  uniform  increases  have  been  shown 
in  Average  Bank  Circulation,  Bank  Clearings,  and  in  Bank  and 
Government  Deposits.  The  total  Bank  Clearings  reached  the 
very  large  sum  of  $2,516,766,724,  which  figures  include  the 
exchanges  between  the  banks  only  in  the  important  cities  where 
Bank  Clearing  Houses  have  been  established,  and  do  not  nearly 
indicate  the  total  of  such  business  throughout  the  Dominion. 
The  figures  under  all  of  these  headings  are  indicative  of  the  pro¬ 
gress  of  the  country,  but  they  do  not,  of  course,  represent  total 
wealth,  as  they  exclude  many  important  factors.  The  Trust 
Companies  of  the  country,  though  transacting  a  comparatively 
modern  business,  are  already  custodians  of  important  sums, 
much  of  which  is  held  for  the  benefit  of  widows  and  children. 
Life  Insurance  Companies  constitute  a  still  greater  factor  which 
is  largely  ignored  in  considering  the  growth  of  wealth,  though 
the  Reserves  which  the  Companies  hold  represent  the  pres¬ 
ent  values  of  the  policies  on  the  books  of  the  Companies,  or, 
in  other  words,  practically  the  savings  of  the  people  invested 
in  them.  This  is,  of  course,  one  of  the  very  best  forms  of 
investment,  evidencing,  as  it  does,  intelligent  foresight  in  a 
very  high  degree.  During  the  last  few  years  also,  there  has, 
of  course,  been  invested  an  immense  sum  in  Bonds  and  Stocks 
and  an  enormous  amount  of  money  has  been  put  into  real  estate 
in  the  older  and  newer  sections. 

Canada  has  become  rich,  and  whereas  it  is  only  a  very  short 
time  since  no  large  transaction  was  contemplated  without  con¬ 
sideration  of  how  the  money  could  be  procured  in  England, 
Canadians  have  for  some  time  been  paying  off  indebtedness 
abroad  and  are  the  principal  factors  in  financing  their  own 
enterprises.  The  country  is  bigger  and  broader  than  it  ever 
was  before,  and  the  momentum  which  has  been  achieved  bids 
fair,  with  fluctuations  from  time  to  time,  to  carry  us  forward 
toward  greatness  in  wealth  ahd  in  financial  power.  I  have  not 
had  time  to  prepare  an  estimate  of  the  money  of  Canadians  which 
has  been  invested  in  securities  during  the  last  five  years,  but 
the  total  would  be  very  large. 
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It  may,  however,  be  interesting  to  compare  totals  of  Insur¬ 
ance  Reserves  at  the  end  of  1897  and  at  the  end  of  1902,  as 
follows  :

Whether  or  not  Canada  will  have  a  number  of  years  of  pros¬ 
perity  before  we  reach  “hard  times,”  there  are  both  major  and 
minor  prophets.  Nobody  knows.  It  will,  however,  be  very 
interesting  to  try  to  trace  the  success  or  otherwise  of  the  large 
Trusts  in  the  United  States  in  their  endeavours  to  provide 
against  extreme  fluctuations  in  trade.  Formerly,  so  long  a 
period  of  prosperity  as  has  obtained  in  both  countries  would 
have  sown  the  seeds  which  logically  could  only  produce  the 
one  crop,  Depression.  Manufacturers  of  commodities,  through 
greed  in  demanding  abnormal  profits  where  there  was  large 
demand,  overreached  themselves  by  creating  higher  and  higher 
prices  which,  at  the  end,  had  the  effect  of  suddenly  cutting  off  or¬ 
ders — a  cessation  caused  by  the  abandonment  of  plans  which  had 
become  impracticable  on  account  of  the  excessive  cost  of  execut¬ 
ing  them.  Those  in  control  of  the  United  States  Steel  Company, 
however,  seem  to  have  had  a  clearer  vision  of  their  own  per¬ 
manent  interest,  and  have  been  wise  enough  to  prevent  prices 
of  their  products  reaching  a  prohibitive  basis.  Whether  good 
times  shall  shortly  end  in  the  United  States  or  not,  this  policy 
on  the  part  of  so  dominant  a  factor  must  have  delayed  the 
swing  of  the  pendulum.  In  Canada  it  will  be  equally  interest¬ 
ing  to  try  to  trace  how  much  of  a  factor  in  our  future  prosper¬ 
ity  will  be  the  large  sums  of  money  which  are  to  be  expended 
in  the  extension  of  railroads,  a  considerable  proportion  of 
which  will  naturally  come  from  outside  of  the  country.  The 
situation  generally  seems  one  which  affords  no  ground  for 
pessimism,,  and,  on  the  other  hand,  leaves  us  with  a  splendid 
basis  for  development.  The  factor  which  will  determine  this 
even  more  than  good  harvests  or  railroad  building  will  be  the 
energy  and  sanity  with  which  we  prosecute  our  labors.  We 
must  undertake  enough,  but  must  not  overdo  it.  Many  busi- 
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ness  men  make  money  in  their  own  lines,  which  they  thorough¬ 
ly  understand,  and  lose  through  taking  up  enterprises  about 
which  they  really  know  nothing.  This  and  the  tendency  to 
take  on  more  than  can  be  carried  through  stress  of  weather  are 
perhaps  the  most  dangerous  factors  that  undermine  prosperity. 
It  is  difficult  to  withstand  the  contagion  of  a  feverish  period 
during  which  one’s  neighbors  are  picking  their  mushroom 
riches,  but  life  is  long,  and  it  is,  of  course,  well  for  even  the 
most  capable  to  bear  in  mind  that  it  is  better  to  let  nine 
chances  out  of  every  ten  pass  by  if  one  does  not  see  either  that 
he  knows  the  transaction  or  that  he  can  carry  through  the 
interest  in  it  which  he  is  considering.  There  is,  on  the  other 
hand,  a  superficial  analysis  of  enterprise  which  advises  that 
the  shoemaker  keep  only  to  his  last  for  life.  Such  counsel 
breeds  machines,  not  men,  and  there  is  a  large  sense  in  which 
every  man  should  be  above  his  own  business.  The  rule  is,  I 
should  say,  that  men  should  be  intelligent  in  what  they  do,  or 
deliberately  buy  experience  at  a  price  not  greater  than  they 
appropriate  to  pay  for  it,  and  men  and  countries  are  built  up 
through  acting  on  the  old  advice,  “  Be  bold.  Be  not  too  bold.” 

I  cannot  close  without  indicating  my  feeling  in  relinquish¬ 
ing  the  position  which  I  have  occupied  for  the  last  two  years. 
The  members  of  the  Council  and  of  the  Board  generally  have 
given  me  most  loyal  and  considerate  support.  Any  busy  man 
who  is  at  all  conscientious  must  lay  down  a  position  of  this 
kind  with  real  regret  that  he  has  been  able  to  accomplish  so 
little  compared  with  what  might  have  been  accomplished  had 
he  been  able  to  devote  to  the  task  much  greater  time  and 
energy.  The  field  which  the  Board  of  Trade  of  a  great  city 
may  properly  occupy  is  very  wide,  and,  while  the  Board  has 
undoubtedly,  during  the  last  two  years,  accomplished  what  has 
amply  justified  its  existence,  still  I  feel  that  perhaps  this  kind 
of  thing  will  be  done  much  better  in  this  country  in  a  generation 
or  so,  when  we  shall  have  grown  men  whose  personal  require¬ 
ments  have  been  provided  for  by  the  previous  generation,  and 
who  will  themselves  be  disposed  to  secure  their  largest  satisfac¬ 
tion  in  rendering  service  to  the  public. 

My  successor,  Mr.  J.  F.  Ellis,  has  co-operated  with  me 
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heartily,  and  I  am  sure  he  will  receive  full  support  during  his 
term  of  office. 

Mr.  Paul  Jarvis,  Secretary  of  the  Board  for  over  a  year, 
is,  unfortunately,  leaving  us  through  an  offer  of  a  very  import¬ 
ant  position  which  he  felt  he  could  not  properly  refuse.  Mr. 
Jarvis  has  proven  himself  thoroughly  competent  and  resource¬ 
ful,  and  has  performed  excellent  service,  particularly  during 
the  conference  of  the  Boards  of  Trade,  the  StreetCar  strike  and 
the  collection  of  the  Firemen’s  Fund.  He  has,  also,  carried 
out  some  special  work  connected  with  the  internal  economy  of 
the  Board  with  great  intelligence  and  determination,  and  I  am 
sure  he  will  carry  with  him  to  his  new  position  the  best  wishes 
of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trade.  The  appointment  of  his 
successor  is  under  active  consideration.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  RE 


“TECHNICAL  EDUCATION” 


To  the  President  a?id  Members  of  the  Council  of  the  Toronto 
Board  of  Trade: 

Gentlemen, — During-  the  year  that  has  just  closed,  your 

Committee  on  Technical  Education  has  carried  on  some  im- 

* 

portant  correspondence  with  the  Senate  of  the  Toronto  Univer¬ 
sity  regarding  the  Scholarship  that  was  given  by  this  Council 
in  1891. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  this  Scholarship  was  given  for 
the  purpose  of  encouraging  the  Commercial  Course  that  had, 
at  that  date,  just  been  inaugurated  by  the  Senate  of  the  Toronto 
University. 

We  regret  to  report  that  the  correspondence  above  referred 
to  revealed  the  fact  that  up  to  the  present  this  new  departure 
made  by  the  University  had  not  achieved  the  success  that  we 
confidently  hoped  for,  when  the  curriculum  for  a  diploma  in 
Commerce  was  established.  This  lack  of  success  is- principally 
due  to  two  causes,  firstly,  lack  of  support  on  the  part  of  our 
commercial  and  manufacturing  interests,  and  secondly,  consid¬ 
erable  apathy  on  the  part  of  the  University  authorities  them¬ 
selves  in  the  manner  in  which  the  new  Course  was  inaugurated, 
and  lack  of  enthusiasm  in  laying  it  before  the  class  of  our 
citizens  that  would  be  likely  to  be  benefited  by  it  and  interested 
it.  For  these  reasons  the  Scholarship  was  not  repeated  during 
the  past  year,  the  former  one  not  having  been  appropriated  as 
yet,  in  the  terms  of  our  gift. 

In  December  a  Board  of  Trade  evening  was  held  at  the 
Toronto  Technical  School,  and  a  goodly  number  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  our  Board  were  in  attendance,  and  displayed  much  in¬ 
terest  and  enthusiasm  in  the  work  that  was  going  on  in  the 
various  departments. 

At  this  School  was  found  a  large  number  of  scholars,  entered 
in  almost  every  department  of  the  School’s  instruction,  and  the 
reports  that  we  received  from  the  Principal,  his  assistants,  and 
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the  members  of  the  Technical  School  Board,  convinced  your 
Committee  that  substantial  progress  was  being  made,  and  that 
the  young  men  and  women  of  Toronto  are  appreciating  the 
excellent  opportunities  that  are  being  afforded  them  of  improv¬ 
ing  their  positions  in  life. 

The  Commercial  Course  in  this  School  has  also  a  large  num¬ 
ber  of  students  enrolled,  and  serves  to  show  that  opportunities 
for  advanced  Commercial  Education  are  required  and  appreci¬ 
ated  by  a  goodly  number  ot  Toronto’s  young  and  rising  citi¬ 
zens. 

Your  Committee  deemed  it  advisable  to  encourage  this 
course  by  means  of  either  a  Scholarship  or  a  system  of  money 
prizes  as  might  be  thought  best,  and  when  this  was  recom¬ 
mended  to  your  Council  it  was  approved  and  it  should  be 
carried  out  by  this  Council  during  the  current  year.  In  con¬ 
nection  with  this  School  it  is  only  just  to  state  that  the  repre¬ 
sentative  of  this  Board,  Mr.  J.  D.  Allan,  is  doing  most  excellent 
service  as  one  of  the  Directors. 

The  matter  of  Technical  Education  in  this  Province  is  yet 
in  its  infancy. 

Many  of  our  Educational  Institutions  are  slow  to  realize  the 
changed  conditions  in  our  Commercial  and  Manufacturing  life. 

The  very  poor  showing  that  our  Dominion  as  a  whole  makes 
in  respect  to  Technical  training,  is  very  evident  to  those  of  our 
citizens  who  have  visited  some  of  the  progressive  countries  with 
whom  we  come  in  competition  when  exporting. 

In  conclusion  we  desire  to  urge  upon  the  members  of  this 
Council  and  Board  the  desirability  of  making  a  long  and  strong 
effort  to  get  our  various  Educational  Institutions  into  line  with 
the  present  day  requirements  with  the  growing  and  developing 
trade  of  this  broad  Dominion.

REPORTS  OF  TRADE  SECTIONS 

OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRADE  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  TORONTO 


FLOUR  AND  GRAIN  SECTION 

In  presenting-  my  report  for  the  past  year,  I  must  congratu¬ 
late  the  members  on  the  renewed  interest  taken  in  the  work  of 
this  Section  during  the  past  year,  which  certainly  has  resulted 
in  considerable  benefit  not  only  to  the  members  themselves,  but 
to  all  those  interested  in  these  trades. 

MEMBERSHIP  FEE 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  at  a  general  meeting  of  those 
interested  in  the  grain  and  flour  trades,  it  was  decided  to  re¬ 
construct  this  Section,  and  after  careful  consideration  by  the" 
Executive  Committee,  it  was  recommended  that  a  fee  of 
$2.00  would  be  charged  for  membership  in  this  Section, 
and  a  Membership  Committee,  consisting  of  Messrs.  D.  O.  Ellis, 
J.  L.  Fisher  and  D.  Plewes,  Jr.,  Toronto;  William  Ross,  M.P., 
Port  Perry;  and  Thomas  Martin,  Mount  Forest,  was  appointed 
to  secure  members.  The  result  of  their  work  is  seen  in  the 
report  of  the  Treasurer,  a  balance  of  52  cents  on  hand  at 
the  first  of  the  year  being  increased  to  $66.13  now  in  the 
treasury. 

CALL  BOARD  REVIVED 

The  daily  call  board  at  12.45,  which  had  been  abandoned  for 
several  years,  was  revived  and  has  had  the  result  of  largely 
increasing  the  attendance  of  the  members  in  the  Rotunda 
at  this  hour.  While  the  number  of  transactions  that  have 
been  put  through  at  the  call  has  been  disappointing,  owing 
I  am  afraid  to  the  fact  that  the  large  exporters  refrain 
from  making  purchases  on  the  public  call  board,  perhaps 
wishing  to  conceal  from  their  competitors  the  price  they  are 
willing  to  pay,  yet  undoubtedly  not  only  has  a  number  of  trans¬ 
actions  been  put  through  which  otherwise  would  not  have 
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transpired,  but  much  indirect  business  has  also  resulted  from 
the  offering-  of  grain  on  the  call  board. 

CONCILIATION  COMMITTEE 

A  Conciliation  Committee  was  also  appointed,  consisting 
of  Messrs.  J.  C.  McKeggie,  H.  Shaw,  H.  N  Band,  A.  V. 
Pearce,  C.  W.  Band,  which  has  been  beneficial  in  the  settle¬ 
ment  of  disputes  between  members,  thus  avoiding  the  delay 
and  expense  of  arbitration,  and  the  ill  feeling  which  often 
arises  over  trivial  matters. 

WEEKLY  MEETING 

It  was  decided  to  hold  a  weekly  meeting  of  the  members 
at  noon  on  Wednesday,  to  discuss  matters  of  interest  to  the 
Section.  These  meetings  have  been  productive  of  much 
good  and  during  the  early  part  of  the  year  were  well  attend¬ 
ed,  matters  of  interest  being  brought  up  at  each  meeting. 
Latterly  as  the  grievances  under  which  the  Section  was  suffer¬ 
ing  have  been  gradually  remedied,  there  has  not  been  so  many 
matters  to  bring  before  the  meetings  and  the  executive  for  the 
coming  year  will  have  to  consider  the  advisability  of  holding 
the  meetings  less  frequently  if  the  interest  of  the  members  in 
this  meeting  is  to  be  retained.  Among  the  most  important 
matters  dealt  with  at  these  meetings  were  : 

PREFERENTIAL  TREATMENT  OF  COLONIAL  GRAIN 

The  recommendations  adopted  by  our  Section  on  the 
•above  subject  were  discussed  at  a  general  meeting  of  the 
Board,  and  strong  resolutions  were  forwarded  to  the  proper 
authorities,  asking  them  to  advocate  for  the  free  admission 
of  colonial  grain  and  grain  products  to  Great  Britain,  or  pre¬ 
ferential  treatment  for  the  same,  in  event  of  Great  Britain 
imposing  duty  on  these  articles.  When  Great  Britain  revived 
what  is  known  as  the  “Registration  Duties”  on  cereals,  on 
April  15th,  to  the  surprise  of  everybody,  a  duty  of  3d.  per  112 
lbs.  on  grain  and  offal,  and  iod.  on  flour  and  meal,  was  levied 
alike  on  colonial  as  well  as  foreign  imports.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  Great  Britain  will  yet  see  the  wisdom  of  granting  a  prefer¬ 
ence  to  colonial  products,  which  would  undoubtedly  strengthen 
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her  empire  over  the  seas  by  directing  emigration  to  her  own 
colonies  instead  of  foreign  countries. 

OUR  GRAIN  TESTERS 

Resolutions  were  passed  urging  withdrawal  of  instructions 
to  the  inspectors  of  weights  and  measures  that  no  weighing 
machine  of  less  capacity  than  one  bushel  was  legal.  The 
attention  of  the  Minister  of  Inland  Revenue  was  drawn  to 
the  fact  that  the  Government  grain  inspectors  use  a  test  of 
much  smaller  capacity  and  that  it  is  practically  impossible  to 
use  a  test  larger  than  a  gallon,  and  get  accurate  weighing. 

OUR  OFFICIAL  WEIGHERS 

A  resolution  was  passed  asking  the  Government  to  appoint 
sworn  official  weighers  at  all  public  elevators  to  be  entirely 
independent  of  the  companies  owning  and  operating  the  eleva¬ 
tors.  No  action  has  been  taken  by  the  Government  on  either 
ol  the  above  resolutions,  but  we  hope  that  they  will  do  some¬ 
thing  to  carry  these  into  effect  during  the  coming  session. 

STOP-OVER  PRIVILEGES  ON  GRAIN 

The  railroads  having  put  into  effect  so  heavy  a  stop-over 
charge  that  it  would  have  rendered  it  impossible  for  dealers  to 
divert  grain  in  transit,  or  have  it  held  over  for  inspection  when 
going  into  domestic  consumption,  the  committee  waited  on  the 
Canadian  Association  of  Freight  Agents  and  placed  the  matter 
very  strongly  before  them,  resulting  in  the  charges  being  greatly 
modified.  We  feel  that  our  contention  that  grain  going  into 
domestic  consumption  should  receive  in  all  respects  as  favorable 
treatment  as  grain  going  for  export,  is  a  reasonable  one,  and 
should  be  pressed  on  the  attention  of  the  railway  authorities 
whenever  convenient  opportunities  arise. 

TELEGRAPHIC  QUOTATIONS 

It  being  found  that  the  receipt  of  quotations  from  foreign 
markets  by  means  of  tissue  sheets  was  too  slow  to  enable 
the  grain  business  to  be  done  to  the  best  advantage,  negotia¬ 
tions  were  .entered  into  with  Messrs.  McIntyre  &  Marshall 
to  open  a  branch  office  in  the  Board  of  Trade  Building. 
Several  of  the  largest  operators  offered  to  subscribe  to  a 
guarantee  fund  for  this  purpose.  Since  the  office  was  opened 
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the  members  have  had  access  to  continuous  quotations  from  the 
Chicago  Board,  which  have  greatly  facilitated  the  transaction 
of  business,  and  the  result  has  been  so  satisfactory  that  there 
is  no  occasion  to  call  for  any  guarantee. 

CROP  REPORTS 

The  harvest  this  year  has  been  a  very  bountiful  one,  both 
in  Ontario  and  Manitoba.  The  Ontario  Government  report 
shows  the  following  yields:  Wheat  average,  26. 1  per  acre,  total 
20,033,669  bus.  against  15,943,229  in  1901  ;  Spring  Wheat 
average,  20  bus.,  total  6,048,024  bus.  against  6,940,333  bus. 
in  1901  ;  Oats  average,  42.6  bus.  per  acre,  total  106,431,439 
bus.,  increase  28,000,000  bus.;  Peas  average,  14  bus.  per 
acre,  total  7,664,679  bus.  against  10,089,173  bus.  in  1901  ; 
Barley  average,  33  bus.  per  acre,  total  21,880,602  bus.,  an 
increase  of  over  5,000,000  bus.;  Beans  average,  12.4  bus. 
per  acre,  total  670,633  bus.  against  824,112  bus.  in  1901  ;  Rye 
average,  18.5  bus.  per  acre,  total  3,509,332  bus.  against  2,554,- 
268  bus.  in  1901  ;  Buckwheat  average,  20.05  bus.  per  acre, 
total  1,911,683  bus.  against  1,757,071  bus.  in  1901  ;  and  Corn 
average  55.01  bus.  per  acre,  total  20,512,194  bus.  in  the  ear, 
against  24,838,105  bus.  in  1901,  a  decrease  of  over  5,000,000 
bus.  This  makes  a  total  increase  of  over  30,000,000  bus.  har¬ 
vested  in  Ontario  over  last  year,  which  is  a  most  gratifying 
result,  and  with  the  good  prices  which  have  prevailed  for  all 
grain  products  must  indicate  a  very  prosperous  condition  among 
the  farming  community  of  this  Province.  Manitoba  also  has 
been  again  blessed  with  large  crops  of  fine  wheat,  mostly  in¬ 
specting  No.  1  Hard  and  No.  1  Northern,  and  also  good  crops 
of  coarse  grains  as  well,  as  seen  by  the  following  estimates  : 
Wheat,  53,077,267  bus.;  Flax,  564,440  bus.,  or  grand  total  of 
100,000,000  bus.,  an  increase  of  about  15,000,000  bus.  over 
last  year  ;  and  the  Northwest  Territories,  Wheat,  14,649,500 
bus.;  Oats  10,735,500  bus.  and  Barley  844,000  bus.,  or  an  in¬ 
crease  of  3,000,000  bus.  over  the  banner  crop  of  1901.  These 
figures  amply  justify  the  sacrifices  which  the  older  Provinces 
made  to  open  up  this  wonderful  country  twenty  years  ago.  and 
are  a  tribute  to  the  energy  and  foresight  of  the  statesmen  who 
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foresaw  the  possibilities  in  those  early  years  of  our  great 
heritage  in  the  West,  and  the  hardiness  and  industry  of  the 
settlers  who  took  up  the  free  homesteads  and  pre-emptions 
offered  by  the  Manitoba  Government  to  induce  settlers  to  locate 
on  the  rich  soil  of  that  Province.

JEWELLERS  AND  SILVERSMITHS 

The  year  1902  is,  without  doubt,  by  far  the  largest  and 
most  prosperous  year  that  the  Jewellery  trade  of  Canada  has 
ever  experienced.  The  volume  of  trade  in  jewellery,  watches, 
clocks,  and  silverware  has  far  exceeded  that  of  any  year  in  our 
history,  and  gives  evidence  of  the  improved  purchasing  power 
of  our  people  in  general.  In  addition  to  this  feature  of  the 
trade,  payments  have  been  better  than  usual,  and  this  has  also 
been  accompanied  by  a  considerable  decrease  in  the  number  of 
business  failures. 

It  has  often  been  claimed  that  the  Jewellery  business  is  the 
real  barometer  of  trade.  If  this  be  the  case,  certainly  the 
country  must  be  in  a  more  prosperous  condition  than  hereto¬ 
fore.  Not  only  have  the  sales  been  greater  in  volume,  but  the 
prices  have  been  well  maintained,  and,  in  several  staple  lines, 
have  shown  a  marked  advance  over  the  previous  year. 

This  has  been  particularly  marked  in  the  watch  department 
of  the  business,  in  which,  although  the  imports  exceeded  those 
of  1901  by  $118,558,  the  supply  was  totally  inadequate  to  meet 
the  demand,  and  as  a  consequence  our  dealers,  both  wholesale 
and  retail,  closed  the  year  with  exceedingly  light  stocks  of 
these  goods. 

The  demand  for  watch  movements  in  the  United  States 
has  been  so  great,  owing  to  the  abnormal  prosperity  of  that 
country,  that  Canadian  dealers  found  it  very  difficult  to  get 
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their  usual  supply.  This  shortage  of  American  movements 
induced  a  larger  trade  than  heretofore  in  watch  movements 
made  in  Switzerland.  Thirty  years  ago,  the  Canadian  market 
was  supplied  almost  exclusively  with  watches  from  Great 
Britain  and  Switzerland.  Subsequently  these  were  displaced 
by  American-made  watches,  which  gradually  captured  the 
market,  and  until  a  few  years  ago  held  it  almost  exclusively 
for  themselves.  The  shortage  of  American  movements,  and 
the  increased  facilities  for  manufacturing  in  Switzerland,  where 
they  have  been  adopting  American  methods,  have  again  brought 
Swiss  watch  manufacturers  forward  as  competitors  to  those  of 
United  States,  and  the  Custom  House  returns  show  that  they 
are  vigorously  pushing  their  trade  in  this  country,  our  imports 
of  these  goods  being  increased  by  the  sum  of  $34,136  during 
the  past  year.  Although  we  do  not  believe  that  the  increase 
of  imports  can  always  be  safely  taken  as  a  guide  of  national 
prosperity,  it  may  be  interesting  to  note  that  the  imports  of 
jewellery,  clocks,  watches,  and  silverware  into  Canada  in  1902 
aggregated  $2,739,735,  an  increase  of  $358,100  over  the 
previous  year.  The  domestic  manufacture  of  these  and  other 
lines  used  in  the  Jewellery  trade  will,  in  all  probability,  con¬ 
siderably  more  than  equal  the  imports  from  foreign  countries. 

The  manufacture  of  jewellery  and  silverware  in  the  Do¬ 
minion  during  the  past  year  has  been  more  than  usually  active, 
nearly  every  factory  in  the  country  having  run  full  time,  and 
produced  considerably  more  goods  than  during  any  previous 
year.  Our  manufacturers,  in  many  cases,  have  enlarged  their 
premises,  and  in  almost  every  case  have  increased  their 
plant,  machinery,  and  facilities  for  doing  business. 

So  far  as  we  are  able  to  judge,  in  the  lines  they  produce, 
our  Canadian  manufacturers  are  thoroughly  abreast  of  the 
times,  and  are  fully  as  well  equipped  for  turning  out  goods  of 
as  good  quality,  as  cheap  as  they  can  be  produced  abroad. 
They  have  practically  succeeded  in  capturing  and  holding  the 
domestic  market  in  nearly  every  line  of  goods  they  manufacture, 
notably  gold  and  silver  jewellery  of  every  kind,  watch  cases, 
electro-plated  ware,  and  sterling  silver  ware,  and  in  many  lines 
these  goods  are  being  sold  to  the  Canadian  trade  at  prices  fully 
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as  low  as  the  same  goods  are  sold  for  in  any  other  country  in 
the  world. 

In  the  matter  of  export  trade,  while  it  is  not  growing  as  fast 
as  they  would  like,  still  a  few  of  the  Canadian  manufacturers 
are  doing  an  increased  business  with  other  countries.  This  is 
especially  true  of  sterling  silver  and  silver-plated  ware,  in 
which  lines  goods  made  in  Canada  are  fast  acquiring  a  reputa¬ 
tion  in  nearly  every  civilized  country  in  the  world. 

The  wholesale  Jewellery  trade  generally  reports  a  very  pros¬ 
perous  season,  with  the  largely  increased  sales,  better  and  more 
prompt  payments  of  accounts,  and  fewer  losses  than  hereto¬ 
fore.  Taking  1902  all  in  all,  it  may  be  truly  said  to  have  been 
the  largest  and  best  year  the  Jewellery  business  has  seen  since 
the  Confederation.  The  new  year  opens  up  with  a  large 
and  apparently  increasing  demand  for  almost  every  line  of 
goods  handled  by  the  Jewellery  and  Silverware  trade,  and,  so 
far  as  we  can  see,  the  outlook  is  favorable  for  a  busy  and  pros¬ 
perous  year.

wholesale  dry  goods  section 

The  Dry  Goods  Section  of  your  Board  met  five  times  during 
the  past  year,  and  it  may  be  taken  as  one  of  the  evidences  of 
satisfactory  trade  conditions  that  few  questions  were  debated  in 
connection  with  which  any  dissatisfaction  was  apparent. 

The  important  subject  of  Fire  Insurance  was  taken  up  and 
discussed  exhaustively,  and  matter  relating  thereto  was  pub¬ 
lished  and  mailed  to  the  retail  dry  goods  dealers  of  the  Province. 
It  is  of  vital  importance  to  the  insured  that  they  should  have  a 
full  knowledge  of  the  law  bearing  upon  insurance  contracts. 

The  general  prosperity  of  the  country  is  fully  reflected  in  the 
dry  goods  business,  which  has  seldom  seen  healthier  conditions. 
Through  ‘'mixed  farming  the  income  of  the  farming  com- 
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munity  is  largely  augmented,  and  its  receipt  is  distributed  over 
the  whole  year.  The  high  prices  obtained  for  almost  all 
articles  of  produce  have  contributed  to  increase  the  retailers’ 
sales,  and  this,  with  the  bumper  crop  of  grain  in  the  North¬ 
west,  and  the  opening  up  of  new  territory  has  made  the  whole¬ 
sale  business  very  satisfactory. 

The  volume  of  trade  for  1902  went  considerably  beyond  that 
of  any  former  year  in  dry  goods  and  in  kindred  businesses — 
hats,  furs,  millinery,  clothing,  etc. 

As  a  rule,  profits  were  normal  and  losses  on  account  of  bad 
debts  were  small,  but  a  material  increase  in  expenses  was  re¬ 
ported  all  along  the  line. 

An  unmistakable  evidence  of  good  times  is  found  in  the  free 
sale  of  fine  furs,  velvets,  silks  and  high-grade  ribbons,  laces 
and  embroideries.  The  dealer  who,  for  the  time  being,  paid 
less  attention  to  value  than  to  style,  and  who  kept  his  stock 
replenished  with  the  latest  and  best,  has  made  money. 

The  Textile  Trade  never  found  itself  in  such  a  happy  condi¬ 
tion — stocks  light  and  demand  heavy  ;  and  this  owing  to 
legitimate  conditions,  and  not  to  speculation. 

Orders  for  grey  and  bleached  cottons  for  spring  have  been 
held  back  in  expectation  of  an  easier  market,  but  under  exist¬ 
ing  conditions  the  present  prices  are  likely  to  be  maintained. 

The  high  price  and  scarcity  of  fuel  may  have  stimulated  the 
demand  for  blankets,  and  certainly  at  no  time  during  the  past 
season  was  the  supply  adequate. 

All  grades  of  wool  have  shown  a  stiff  advance,  and  higher 
prices  for  woollens  (fine,  medium  and  coarse)  are  inevitable. 

It  goes  without  saying  that  a  radical  change  in  matters  re¬ 
lating  to  cash  discount  and  dating  will  be  sought  on  the  first 
signs  of  hard  times,  and  it  would  appear  a  wise  thing  to  bring 
about  an  understanding  on  these  points  at  the  earliest  date 
possible. 

The  need  of  an  Insolvency  Law  is  urgent,  and  agitation  for 
a  satisfactory  Dominion  Act  should  be  kept  up  by  the  various 
Boards  of  Trade  until  granted.  In  many  cases  of  bankruptcy 
investigation  shows  the  debtors  to  have  been  insolvent  for 
years.  The  law  should  provide  for  the  punishment  of  this  as 
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well  as  of  other  classes  of  fraudulent  debtors.  The  appointment 
of  a  public  prosecutor,  who  could  take  action  when  necessary 
and  relieve  creditors  of  expense  and  responsibility  in  connection 
therewith,  would  appear  desirable.

HARDWARE  AND  METAL  SECTION 

Enquiry  in  the  different  branches  of  trade  covered  by  this 
section  confirms  the  general  opinion  that  business  has  been 
good  during  1902,  prices  being  comparatively  steady,  the  de¬ 
mand  large,  and  losses  from  failures  small. 

Troubles  besides  those  ordinarily  incidental  to  business, 
have,  however,  existed,  such  as  unreasonable  competition, 
difficulty  in  obtaining  goods,  owing  to  either  limited  capacity 
of  manufacturers,  or  shortages  in  supply  of  raw  material. 

Railroads  have  been  slow  in  making  deliveries  because  of 
congestion  of  freight  and  shortage  of  rolling  stock. 

Complaints  also  are  made  that  trade  has  been  hampered 
by  the  difficulties  of  the  St.  Lawrence  route  and  the  lack  of 
facilities  at  the  Port  of  Montreal. 

The  outlook  is  bright  for  at  least  the  first  half  of  1903,  the 
country  as  a  whole  being  in  perhaps  a  better  condition  for  the 
consumption  of  goods  than  ever  before. 

The  tendency  to  over-trade,  though  hard  to  resist  in  such 
times,  should  be  guarded  against,  and  a  careful  outlook  kept 
for  signs  of  a  change. 

The  burden  of  the  higher  freight  rates,  which  came  into 
effect  on  the  1st  of  January,  cannot  entirely  be  shifted  to  the 
consumer,  and  will  help  towards  increasing  the  expense  of 
conducting  business,  already  largely  enhanced  by  general 
conditions. 

The  movement  on  foot  for  an  increase  in  the  tariff,  which 
is  being  inaugurated  by  the  manufacturers,  if  successful,  must 
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affect  all  branches  of  this  business,  and  should  be  carefully 
watched  by  the  members  of  the  Section.  Whether  there  will 
be  any  result  has  not  as  yet  been  publicly  indicated.

THE  TANNERS’  SECTION 

It  is  satisfactory  to  report  a  steady  business  during  the  year 
1902,  with  no  great  change  in  values  in  either  hides  or  leather. 
Hide  values  have  ruled  extremely  high,  and  the  present  prices 
are  about  the  same  as  those  current  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year.  The  general  trade  of  the  country  has  been  good,  and 
tanners  of  all  classes  of  leather  have  felt  the  benefit  of  the  pre¬ 
vailing  prosperity.  Boot  and  shoe  manufacturers,  as  well  as 
others  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  articles  largely  composed 
of  leather,  such  as  harness,  trunks,  bags,  etc.,  report  a  satis¬ 
factory  season,  and  not  only  can  manufacturers  in  large  cities 
congratulate  themselves,  but  those  in  smaller  towns  and  villages 
can  show  an  increasing  trade  with  a  fair  profit. 

While  Montreal  and  Quebec  shoe  manufacturers  have  been 
busy,  it  is  noticeable  that  the  quantity  of  boots  and  shoes  manu¬ 
factured  in  Ontario  is  constantly  increasing. 

It  might  be  well  to  note  the  falling  off  in  the  local  consump¬ 
tion  of  the  general  run  of  ordinary  black  leathers,  such  as  splits, 
buff  and  glove.  The  use  of  waxed  and  grain  upper  has  also 
been  very  limited.  Factories  that  have  cut  this  stock  largely 
heretofore  are  now  buying  finer  leathers  to  meet  the  increased 
demand  for  more  expensive  boots  and  shoes,  and  the  aim  of  the 
tanner  of  to-day  should  be  to  produce  stock  of  the  highest 
standard  as  to  quality.  The  existing  conditions  require  it  both 
for  home  consumption  and  the  export  trade. 

The  Ontario  tanner  has  been  able  to  compete  more  success¬ 
fully  in  all  markets  during  1902  than  for  some  years  past,  which 
is  largely  due  to  the  improved  labor-saving  machinery  used,  and 
the  more  efficient  plants  which  are  now  existent. 
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Failures  have  been  less  than  in  former  years,  and  this  may 
be  considered  a  good  year  for  the  leather  industry. 

At  the  last  session  of  parliament  an  act  to  amend  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Inspection  Act  received  its  first  reading.  Through  the 
kindness  of  Mr.  Chas.  S.  Hyman,  M.P.,  copies  of  the  Act  were 
sent  to  those  interested,  which  gave  ample  time  to  consider  its 
provisions  before  the  next  session  of  the  House. 

The  outlook  for  the  coming  year  is  promising,  and  the  im¬ 
mediate  prospect  of  the  building  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  and 
other  large  undertakings  should  lead  to  an  increased  demand 
for  leather  of  all  kinds.

BOOKSELLERS’  AND  STATIONERS’ 

SECTION 

I  am  sorry  that,  owing  to  the  absence  of  Mr.  Gage,  the 
Chairman  of  this  Section,  the  duty  has  fallen  on  me  to  make 
the  Annual  Report. 

The  business  for  the  past  year  has  not  called  for  any  special 
report  recording  the  meetings  of  the  Section.  There  has  not 
been  occasion  for  many  meetings,  with  exception  of  the  Copy¬ 
right  Act,  and  also  with  reference  to  Transportation  Charges. 

It  has  been  felt  that  there  is  great  necessity  for  an  im¬ 
provement  in  our  Copyright  Law.  Several  meetings  were 
held,  committees  appointed,  delegations  waited  on  the 
Minister  of  Justice  and  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  supple¬ 
mented  by  Boards  of  Trade  of  other  leading  cities,  but  no 
definite  progress  made.  Just  waiting  events. 

A  Copyright  Association  has  been  formed,  composed  of 
prominent  business  men  who  are  deeply  interested  in  the 
matter,  and  who,  no  doubt,  will  carefully  watch  and  give  it 
all  the  attention  such  a  case  requires. 
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The  Bookselling,  Stationery,  and  Publishing  business  for 
the  past  year  has  shown  a  satisfactory  gradual  expansion,  and, 
in  common  with  the  general  trade  of  Canada,  the  year  has 
been  one  of  improvement  and  prosperity,  and  free  from  serious 
losses.  Payments  on  the  whole  have  been  prompt  and  very 
satisfactory. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  record  the  wonderful  development  that 
marks  the  Publishing  interests  during  the  past  few  years,  not 
only  in  reprints,  but  also  in  native  productions  and  high 
standards  of  literature;  and  also  as  regards  the  quality  and 
marked  improvement  in  the  mechanical  department. 

The  manufacture  of  paper  has  greatly  increased.  New 
mills  have  been  started,  and  older  mills  enlarged  and  improved, 
so  that  almost  all  grades  of  paper  are  made,  from  the  finest 
Linen  Ledger  to  the  cheapest  News.  Owing  to  keen  com¬ 
petition  and  more  careful  attention,  the  finer  grades  of  paper, 
Bonds,  Linens,  Fine  Writings,  etc.,  are  now  much  better 
made,  containing  better  stock,  but  with  no  advance  in  price. 
Mills  have  been  kept  to  their  full  capacity,  and  in  many  cases 
where  we  had  to  depend  on  Europe  and  the  United  States, 
Canada  is  now  taking  front  rank,  and  able  to  produce  an 
article  of  excellent  quality,  and  owing  to  her  unexceptional 
facilities  for  the  production  of  wood  pulp,  if  properly  managed, 
will  become  the  greatest  paper  producer  of  the  world,  of 
certain  grades;  and  not  only  of  paper  itself,  but  of  articles 
where  paper  enters  largely  into  the  production,  and  not 
ashamed  to  say  “Made  in  Canada.” 

It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  prices  with  the  Trade  are  not 
maintained  as  firmly  as  they  might  be,  taking  into  con¬ 
sideration  the  advanced  cost  of  raw  material,  and  the  re¬ 
peated  and  steady  advance  in  the  cost  of  manufacture.  The 
want  of  a  better  and  more  business-like  understanding,  and  a 
greater  confidence  or  trust  among  the  trade  is  felt,  unneces¬ 
sary  competition  causing  a  feeling  that  if  a  proper  and  correct 
charge  should  be  made,  some  other  may  so  act  as  to  gain  an 
undue  advantage. 

With  no  idea  of  combination,  yet  more  uniformity  might 
be  of  mutual  benefit  to  all,  such  as  regarding  time,  terms, 
discounts,  freights,  cases,  etc. 
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The  Section  represented,  with  its  allied  trades,  has  reached 
such  magnitude  in  Toronto  that  we  believe  it  embraces  a 
greater  number  of  members  than  any  other  trade. 

During  a  connection  of  55  years  with  the  Book  Trade 
in  Toronto,  it  is  remarkable  the  changes  that  have  come  about 
in  that  time,  although  the  real  “Book  Shop7’ has  not  made 
the  progress  that  other  branches  of  the  Trade  have.  That 
may  in  a  measure  be  explained  by  other  trades  combining 
Bookselling  with  theirs,  thus  diverting  from  the  legitimate 
book  store,  and  possibly  not  the  same  interest  and  pleasure 
taken  in  fine  editions  and  well-bound  libraries. 

The  possibilities  and  probabilities  of  even  a  much  more 
successful  future  are  in  view.

THE  STOCK  AND  MINING  SECTION 

The  Mining  Section  has  had  a  fairly  successful  year  con¬ 
sidering  the  difficulties  and  disappointments  met  with.  Vast 
quantities  of  low  grade  ores  have  been  discovered  in  the 
principal  mines  of  British  Columbia  and  the  great  problem 
has  been  to  reduce  the  cost  of  production  and  treatment 
in  order  to  show  a  fair  margin  of  profit.  The  managers 
of  the  great  low  grade  mines  of  British  Columbia  are  very 
hopeful  for  the  future  of  the  industry,  and  an  examination 
of  the  total  shipments  discloses  the  fact  that  the  tonnage 
shipped  in  1902  has  been  greatly  in  excess  of  any  previous 
year.  The  introduction  of  new  processes  for  the  more 
economical  reduction  of  ores  is  expected  to  give  a  very 
large  increase  in  the  total  number  of  tons  mined  for  the 
coming  year,  and  this  Section  will  no  doubt  share  in  the 
benefits  from  enhancement  of  values  and  better  demand  for 
mining  shares.  There  is  an  agitation  on  foot  among  mine- 
owners  in  British  Columbia  for  representing  to  the  Govern- 
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ment  the  desirability  of  removing-  or  reducing  the  tax  on 
the  production  of  the  mines.  It  is  the  opinion  of  this 
Section  that  such  reduction  should  be  made,  and  every  en¬ 
couragement  thus  given  to  the  mining  industry. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  list  of  mining  stocks,  this 
Section  has  added  several  of  the  leading  Railway,  Traction 
and  Industrial  stocks  that  the  Canadian  people  are  largely- 
interested  in.  While  the  trading  in  these  issues  has  not 
been  large,  yet  there  is  good  reason  to  believe  that  the 
volume  of  business  will  become  greater.  The  Stock  and 
Mining  Section  is  a  regularly-constituted  stock  exchange  en¬ 
joying  all  the  privileges  that  are  possessed  by  all  stock 
exchanges.  One  call  on  each  business  day  at  12  o’clock 
noon  has  been  the  rule  during  the  past  year,  and  it  is  pro¬ 
posed  to  continue  the  rule  for  the  coming  year.

ACCOUNTANTS’  SECTION 

There  has  been  in  evidence  during  the  year  just  closed  a 
gratifying  increase  in  the  demand  for  skilled  accountants 
as  auditors  of  public  and  private  enterprises,  and  in  the 
varied  capacities  calling  for  the  employment  of  men  of  as¬ 
certained  competency. 

This  steady  growth  of  sentiment  among  business  men  is,  in 
the  judgment  of  leading  members  of  the  Board,  largely  due  to 
the  educational  work  and  influence  of  the  Institute  of  Chartered 
Accountants  of  Ontario,  with  which  the  membership  of  the  Ac¬ 
countants’  Section  of  the  Board  is  chiefly  also  identified. 

The  measure  of  recognition  accorded  by  the  business  in¬ 
terests  of  Toronto  to  the  implied  attainments  of  members  of 
that  body  furnished  the  motive  for  an  application  to  Par¬ 
liament  during  the  past  year  to  enable  certain  persons  legally 

to  appropriate  the  distinctive  title  of  “Chartered  Accountant,” 
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who  were  either  unable  or  unwilling  to  acquire  the  coveted 
distinction  upon  evidence  of  capacity,  and  to  carry  on  an 
organization  under  that  name  which  should  be  a  close  cor¬ 
poration,  denying  admittance  to  any  but  those  holding  them¬ 
selves  out  as  public  accountants. 

The  movement  was  so  obviously  in  the  interests  of  neither 
the  existing  organization  nor  the  business  public,  but  for  the 
benefit  of  a  very  few,  that  at  the  instance  of  the  Section, 
the  matter  was  made  the  subject  of  enquiry  by  the  Council 
of  the  Board  through  its  Legislative  Committee,  in  con¬ 
sequence  of  which  the  Board  placed  upon  record  its  dis¬ 
approval  of  the  application. 

The  success  which,  however,  attended  the  application  has 
been  followed  by  the  announcement  that  further  legislation 
is  to  be  sought  at  an  early  date,  which  will  secure  to  mem¬ 
bers  of  this  particular  organization,  the  exclusive  exercise  of 
certain  public  functions.  It  will  be  the  policy  of  the  Ac¬ 
countants’  Section  to  give  its  active  co-operation  to  the  Board 
in  dealing  with  any  attempts  of  this  nature  whenever  made. 

The  interests  of  the  financial  and  business  public  require 
that  the  facilities  for  advanced  instruction  in  the  science  of 
accounting  be  improved,  and  placed  within  the  reach  not  only 
of  those  intending  to  become  practising  or  public  account¬ 
ants,  but  also  of  men  performing  the  equally  important 
functions  of  a  salaried  managing  accountant.  Men  of  large 
business  affairs  have  been  quick  to  recognize  the  advantage 
of  having  specially  trained  men  in  charge  of  their  offices, 
and  such  men  are  now,  and  will  continue  to  be,  in  steady 
demand,  while  accountants  or  bookkeepers  of  indifferent  or 
untried  ability  are  seeking  work  in  large  numbers,  and  un¬ 
successfully.  The  aim,  therefore,  of  accountancy  organiza¬ 
tions  should  be  to  supply  this  need,  rather  than  to  proscribe 
men  whose  ambition  is  to  elevate  the  status  of  the  salaried 
accountant  or  office  manager.  Professional  combines  to 
serve  purely  selfish  interests  can  serve  no  useful  purpose, 
least  of  all  in  the  sphere  of  Accountancy.

Once  and  again 
the  necessity  of  an  approachable  and  expeditious  Railway  Com¬ 
mission  has  been  emphasized.

SYNOPSIS  OF  TRANSACTIONS 

OF  THE  COUNCIL  AND  OF  THE  GENERAL  BOARD  OF  TRADE 
OF  THE  CITY  OF  TORONTO,  1902. 

This  question  having*  been  brought  up  for  discussion,  it  was  referred 
to  the  Legislation  Committee  for  action,  and  the 
Civic  Legislation  following*  is  the  report  of  the  Committee  which  was 

subsequently  adopted  as  the  report  of  the  Council. 

To  the  President  and  Council  of  the  Board  of  Trade  : 

Gentlemen, — The  City  of  Toronto,  with  the  approval  of  its  Council, 
is  seeking*  legislation  to  provide  for  the  election  of  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Control  by  the  general  vote  of  the  city  along  with  the  Mayor,  and 
in  consequence  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  aldermen  elected  from  each 
ward  to  three,  making*  the  Council  then  consist  of  eighteen  aldermen,  four 
controllers,  and  the  Mayor,  a  total  of  twenty-three  members. 

The  Board  of  Control  as  now  constituted  consists  of  the  Mayor  and 
four  aldermen,  the  latter  elected  each  year  by  the  Council  at  its  first  meet¬ 
ing,  or  within  a  week  thereafter;  each  member,  including*  the  Mayor, 
receives  $700  per  annum  for  his  services  on  the  Board. 

Among  its  many  duties,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Council,  the 
Board  has  the  regulation  and  supervision  of  all  matters  connected  with 
expenditure,  revenue  and  investments. 

The  supervision  and  control  of  all  books,  documents,  vouchers,  and 
securities,  belonging  to  the  Corporation. 

The  carrying  out  of  the  orders  of  the  Council,  and  for  that  purpose  the 
direction  and  control  of  heads  of  departments  in  the  execution  of  their 
duties. 

The  power  of  appointment  and  dismissal  of  all  heads  of  departments 
and,  with  some  exceptions,  of  subordinates. 

The  providing  of  the  necessary  funds  for  any  expenditure  recom¬ 
mended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Council. 

The  preparation  of  the  yearly  estimates. 

The  preparation  of  specifications  for,  and  the  awarding  of,  all  con¬ 
tracts  for  works,  materials,  supplies,  etc. 

The  inspection  of  all  municipal  works,  and  the  reporting*  thereon  to 
the  Council,  at  least  monthly. 

The  supervision  of  the  reports  of  all  standing  and  select  committees. 

The  carrying  out  of  any  other  duties  that  may  be  imposed  by  the 
Council  by  by-law. 

While  its  recommendations  can  be  referred  back  by  a  majority  of  the 
Council,  they  cannot  be  altered,  except  by  a  two-thirds  vote. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  duties  of  the  Board  are  very  important,  and 
must,  if  properly  attended  to,  take  up  the  greater  portion  of  the  time  of  its 
members,  and  that  its  powers  are  such  as  make  it  extremely  desirable 
that  it  should  be  composed  of  men  of  integrity,  of  ability,  and  of  wide 
experience. 

It  is  questionable  whether  under  any  elective  system  men  with  the 
necessary  time  and  ability  can  be  induced  to  offer  themselves  for  these  posi¬ 
tions,  and  until  a  plan  of  appointment  of  more  permanency  with  adequate 
remuneration  can  be  devised,  the  affairs  of  the  city  are  not  likely  to  be  con¬ 
ducted  with  the  efficiency  desirable;  still,  it  is  felt  the  larger  constituency 
will  tend  towards  the  production  of  more  desirable  material,  and  as  the 
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Board  has  to  do  with  the  affairs  of  the  whole  city,  it  is  important  that  its 
members  should  be  removed  from  any  possibility  of  ward  or  sectional 
influence,  and  therefore,  for  this,  if  for  no  other  reason,  your  Committee 
would  urge  that  your  influence  be  used  for  the  granting-  of  the  legislation. 

The  city  is  also  asking,  with  the  approval  of  its  Council,  legislation  to 
make  it  clear  that  the  Board  of  Control  shall  have  power  to  revise  the  esti¬ 
mates  of  the  School  Board,  referring  back  those  items  to  which  it  objects, 
the  School  Board,  however,  being  given  the  right  to  restore  the  items 
objected  to,  in  a  two-thirds  vote. 

Without  entering  into  the  question  of  the  propriety  of  the  expenditure 
which  has  caused  the  present  litigation,  it  is  desirable  to  point  out  that  the 
School  Board  would  appear  to  have  power  to  make  unlimited  demands  for 
funds  on  the  City  Council,  which  must  be,  without  question,  provided  for 
in  the  tax  rate,  and  that  in  this  way,  since  the  School  Board  does  not  col¬ 
lect  direct  from  the  taxpayers  the  funds  for  its  expenditure,  it  to  a  large 
degree  escapes  the  responsibility,  shifting  it  to  the  City  Council. 

While  feeling  that  it  is  desirable  that  teachers  should  be  well  paid,  and 
that  expenditures  for  school  purposes  should  be  liberal,  vour  Committee  real¬ 
izes  how  difficult  it  would  be  for  the  most  conscientious  body  of  men  to  escape 
the  temptation  to  become  extravagant  under  the  circumstances,  and  that, 
therefore,  there  should  be  some  check.  To  compel  the  School  Board  to  col¬ 
lect  their  own  rates,  and  thus  become  directly  responsible  to  the  electors, 
would  be  expensive.  The  check  proposed  is  a  comparatively  mild  one,  and 
should  not  prove  unduly  restrictive. 

It  is  therefore  urged  that  your  influence  be  used  to  further  the  legis¬ 
lation.  Respectfully  submitted,

A  committee  of  the  Council  having  conferred  with  the  Premier  and 
members  of  the  Government  upon  this  question,  it  was  deemed  of  sufficient 

importance  to  be  dealt  with  by  the  General  Board. 
Re  Prohibition  A  meeting  was  therefore  called  for  the  ioth  of  Feb¬ 

ruary,  and  after  a  full  discussion  of  the  question  in 
all  its  bearings  upon  the  business  interests  of  the  community,  the  following 
resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  : — 

“  Whereas  the  evil  results  of  the  excessive  use  of  intoxicating  liquors 
are  admitted  by  all, 

“And  wheras  the  best  methods  to  secure  a  permanent  growth  in 
temperance  sentiment  and  the  lessening  of  these  evil  results  are  the  meth¬ 
ods  which  should  be  adopted, 

“And  wheras  there  is  a  demand  for  legislation  tending  to  reduce 
such  consumption  of  liquors  to  a  minimum, 

“  Now,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  resolved  that  this  meeting  having  regard 
to  all  the  circumstances,  is  of  opinion  that  the  best  interests  of  temperance 
would  be  advanced  by  the  introduction  of  a  measure  providing*  for  greater 
restrictions  upon  the  liquor  traffic,  and  by  taking  steps  to  ensure  that  exist¬ 
ing  and  succeeding  temperance  legislation  shall  be  strictly  enforced. 

“  Further  resolved  that  this  meeting  petition  the  Government  of 
the  Province  of  Ontario,  if  it  should  decide  to  introduce  a  Prohibitory  Bill, 
such  Bill  should  contain  provision  for  the  just  payment  by  the  Government 
for  that  percentage  of  value  of  property  which  would  be  confiscated  if 
such  Bill  should  provide  for  speedy  application  of  the  Act,  and  that  in  order 
to  be  assured  of  an  efficient  public  sentiment  in  favor  of  the  measure,  so 
that  its  practical  enforcement  may  by  ensured,  the  Bill  to  be  followed  by  a 
referendum,  with  the  majority  necessary  to  confirm  to  be  either  two-thirds 
of  the  vote  cast,  or  fifty-one  per  cent,  of  the  duly  qualified  electors.” 
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Notice  of  Motion  having-  been  given  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Grain 
Section  that  they  desired  the  action  of  the  Board  in  this  matter,  same  was 

referred  by  the  Council  to  the  General  Board,  and  at 
Duty  on  Wheat  a  meeting-  held  on  the  12th  of  February  the  following- 

resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  : — 

“  Whereas  according  to  the  press  despatches  it  is  the  intention  at  the 
present  session  of  the  Imperial  Parliament  to  levy  additional  taxes  in 
order  to  meet  the  heavy  expenditure  caused  by  the  war  in  South 
Africa,  and  the  large  additions  to  the  British  navy,  and  among-st  other 
products  which  may  be  taxed,  wheat  has  been  especially  mentioned. 

“  In  view  of  the  position  so  strongly  urged  by  this  Board  for  many 
years,  for  a  preferential  treatment  of  the  different  products  of  the  Empire 
exchanged  therein,  and  Canada  having  granted  a  tariff  preference  on  the 
products  of  Great  Britain  when  imported  into  this  country,  one  of  the 
results  being-  that  Germany  has  discriminated  in  her  tariff  against  us  by 
imposing  practically  prohibitory  duties  on  our  cereals,  thus  closing  a  valu¬ 
able  market  to  our  farmers  ; 

“Therefore  be  it  resolved  that  in  the  opinion  of  this  Board,  any 
tax  placed  by  Great  Britain  upon  products  similar  to  those  produced  in  this 
country  should  be  so  levied  as  to  grant  a  preference  to  the  products  pro¬ 
duced  within  the  Empire  ; 

“  That  if  Great  Britain  could  see  her  way  clear  to  adopt  such  a  policy, 
it  would  result  in  the  knitting  together  still  closer  the  various  parts  of  the 
Empire,  and  thus  materially  strengthen  our  position  by  diverting  to  the 
Colonies  a  large  portion  of  the  emigration  from  the  United  Kingdom  now 
going  elsewhere,  with  the  result  that  ere  long  the  wheat  and  other  food 
products  required  could  be  entirely  supplied  within  the  Empire  ; 

“  And  that  copies  of  this  resolution  be  sent  to  the  Premier  of  Canada, 
and  he  be  requested  to  cable  the  same  to  the  Honorable  Joseph  Chamber- 
lain,  Colonial  Secretary;  Lord  Curzon,  Viceroy  of  India,  and  the  Premiers 
of  Australia  and  New  Zealand,  and  to  forward  them  the  full  text  of  the 
resolution  by  mail. 

“  Further,  that  copies  of  this  resolution  be  forwarded  to  the  different 
Boards  of  Trade  and  commercial  bodies  in  Canada,  and  that  they  be  re¬ 
quested  to  pass  similar  resolutions  and  forward  them  to  the  proper 
authorities.  ” 

The  Grain  Section  of  the  Board  also  presented  the  following-  resolu¬ 
tion  for  the  endorsation  of  the  Council  in  connection  with  this  matter: 

“Wthereas,  previous  to  the  passing  of  the  present 
Inspection  of  Grain  Inspection  Act  there  were  grievous  complaints  of  the 
at  Fort  William  inspection  of  Manitoba  wheat,  both  from  the  Ontario 

millers  and  the  receivers  in  Great  Britain,  and 

“Whereas,  it  is  only  by  a  continuance  of  a  rigid  system  of  inspection 
that  Manitoba  wheat  can  regain  its  rightful  position  as  the  best  milling 
wheat  in  the  world,  and 

“Whereas,  the  inspection  of  Manitoba  wheat  shipped  from  Fort  Wil¬ 
liam  under  the  present  inspection  law  has,  on  the  whole,  been  satisfactorv 
since  the  present  Act  went  into  force,  and 

“Whereas,  the  present  system  of  check  inspection  into  the  Fort  Wil¬ 
liam  elevator  can  do  no  injustice  to  anyone  and  is  a  protection  to  the  farm¬ 
ers,  the  dealers  purchasing  grain  in  the  elevators,  the  banking  interests, 
and  to  the  Government  in  that  they  are  responsible  for  the  grading  of  the 
grain  going  into  the  elevators  at  Fort  William,  as  well  as  to  the  railroad 
Company  owning  the  elevators,  in  that  it  prevents  grain  which  has  been 
for  any  reason  wrongly  graded  at  Winnipeg  going  into  the  elevators,  and 
thus  deteriorating  the  grades,  and  perhaps  a  single  car  causing-  damage 
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to  thousands  of  bushels,  resulting-  in  serious  loss  to  the  innocent  owners,  and 

“Whereas,  for  the  protection  of  the  consumers  of  Manitoba  wheat,  it 
is  desirable  that  the  inspection  should  take  place  as  near  the  point  of  des¬ 
tination  as  circumstances  will  permit,  which  would  make  the  millers  of 
Great  Britain  and  the  Continent  prefer  seaboard  inspection  to  even  inspec¬ 
tion  at  Fort  William,  and 

“Whereas,  for  the  protection  of  the  Ontario  and  foreign  purchasers 
the  grain  must  be  inspected  out  of  Fort  William,  and  it  would  be  mani¬ 
festly  unfair  to  make  the  Government  Inspector  at  Fort  William,  and 
indirectly  the  Government  itself,  responsible  for  inspecting  out  of  the 
elevators  wheat  of  the  same  grade  as  it  went  in,  if  the  Fort  William 
Inspector  does  not  control  the  inspection  in,  and 

“  Wherfas,  if  there  is  only  to  be  one  inspection,  it  would  be  in  the 
best  interests  of  the  users  of  Manitoba  wheat  and  the  good  name  of  Mani¬ 
toba  to  have  that  inspection  at  the  elevator  in  Fort  William,  and 

“Whereas  the  present  Act  was  the  product  of  the  joint  representa¬ 
tions  of  the  Ontario  and  Quebec  exporters,  the  Board  of  Trade,  and 
millers  of  Ontario  and  the  Winnipeg  Grain  Exchang-e; 

“Therefore  be  it  resolved  that  it  would  be  detrimental  to  the  inter¬ 
ests  of  the  milling  and  export  trade  and  the  best  interests  of  Manitoba,  to 
do  away  with  the  check  inspection  at  Fort  William,  as  asked  by  the  Win¬ 
nipeg  Grain  Exchange,  but  that  this  inspection  should  be  maintained  as 
rigidly  as  possible,  and 

“That  the  Council  be  requested  to  endorse  this  resolution  and  for¬ 
ward  the  same  to  the  proper  authorities  at  Ottawa." 

Adopted  as  the  report  of  the  Council,  Feb.  20th,  1902. 

Mr.  A.  E.  Kemp,  M.P.,  having  addressed  a  communication  to  the 
Council  in  connection  with  this  question,  a  deputation  was  appointed  to 

wait  upon  the  Premier  and  members  of  the  Cabinet, 
Exemption  of  and  they  recommended  that  the  City  have  the  present 

Machinery  law  extended  for  another  year.  The  matter  was 

from  Taxation  brought  before  the  Municipal  Committee  of  the 

House,  and  your  Committee  also  waited  upon  them 
with  the  result  that  their  recommendation  was  endorsed  by  the  Committee 
and  passed  by  the  House.  The  coming  Session  of  the  Legislature  will  be 
past  before  the  assessment  is  made,  but  the  Report  of  the  Assessment 
Commission  will  be  in,  and  it  is  expected  that  on  the  strength  of  that  a 
revised  assessment  law  will  be  passed. 

The  Wholesale  Booksellers’  and  Stationers’  Section  of  the  Board  hav¬ 
ing'  appointed  a  Special  Committee  to  deal  with  this  question,  the  following 

report  was  presented  and  adopted  by  the  Council: — 
Canadian  1.  Your  Committee,  appointed  to  consider  the 

Copyright  question  of  such  amendments  to  the  Copyright  Law 

as  will  conform  to  the  report  of  the  meeting  of  the 
Wholesale  Booksellers’  and  Stationers’  Section,  and  the  Master  Printers' 
and  Bookbinders’  Association  and  others  interested,  held  on  Dec.  30th  last, 
which  report  was  unanimously  adopted  by  the  Council  of  the  Board,  begs 
to  report  as  follows: — 

2.  After  carefully  examining  the  existing  Acts,  the  Draft  Bill  referred 
to,  and  carefully  considering  the  whole  question,  we  would  recommend 
that  the  Government  be  respectfully  requested  to  give  attention  to  the 
following  proposals  and  to  embody  them  in  such  a  Bill  as  will,  it  possible, 
settle  this  vexed  question  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  Canada  and  Canadian 
interests. 

3.  It  is  doubtless  well  known  to  the  Government,  as  it  is  to  the  trade, 
that  under  the  Copyright  Act  of  1886,  and  the  amendments  thereto  of  1900, 
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continuous  printing-  in  Canada  is  not  essential  to  the  retaining-  of  the  copy¬ 
right  of  a  book  in  Canada;  that  is  to  say,  it  is  possible  for  the  owner  of  a 
copyright  to  print  one  small  edition  here,  secure  his  copyright,  and  then 
mport  his  books  or  sheets  at  will,  though  by  reason  of  the  printing  of  the 
-small  edition  he  can  prevent  every  other  person  from  so  importing. 

4.  Moreover,  under  the  Act  of  1886  (and  this  has  not  been  remedied  by 
the  amendments  of  1900)  it  is  possible  to  print  in  Canada  a  chapter  or 
small  section  of  a  book,  secure  copyright  on  it,  and  by  securing  copyright 
on  this  small  section,  obtain  a  monopolyof  this  market  for  the  whole  book, 
and  having  done  so  the  owner  of  such  copyright  need  not  print  a  single 
copy  in  Canada,  can  import  all  his  books  and  prevent  anybody  else  from 
doing  so. 

5.  These  we  regard  as  two  grave  defects  in  existing  measures,  and  we 
would  respectfully  urg-e  upon  the  Government  to  pass  such  legislation  as 
will  make  it  obligatory  that  the  book  shall  be  printed  in  its  entirety  in  this 
country  in  order  to  secure  Canadian  copyright  and  that  continuous  print¬ 
ing  of  the  whole  book  shall  be  necessary  in  order  to  keep  such  copyright 
alive. 

6.  We  would  respectfully  urge  upon  the  Government  that  as  in  the 
case  of  Patents,  so  in  Copyright,  manufacture  in  Canada  shall  be  essential. 
We  would  therefore  suggest  that  in  the  event  of  the  owner  of  a  copyright 
failing  to  take  out  copyright  in  Canada  within  thirty  days  after  its  original 
publication  in  the  country  of  origin,  then  a  license  shall  be  granted  by  the 
Government  to  a  Canadian  publisher,  subject  to  such  safeguards  as  will 
secure  to  the  owner  of  such  book  a  reasonable  royalty  upon  his  work. 

And  further,  that  during  these  thirty  days  the  importation  shall  be  lim¬ 
ited  to  three  copies  at  a  time,  and  the  said  copies  so  imported  to  be  only 
those  published  for  circulation  in  the  country  of  origin.  After  a  license 
has  been  granted  the  same  rule  to  apply.  In  the  event  of  a  book  not 
being  copyrighted  nor  a  license  granted,  then  no  restrictions  shall  be 
placed  on  importation. 

7.  Your  Committee  further  suggest  that  provision  shall  be  made  for 
the  expeditious  securing  of  copyright  on  newspaper  cables,  telegrams  and 
articles. 

8.  Nothing  in  the  proposed  Act  shall  be  construed  to  be  retroactive. 

9.  Your  Committee,  in  considering  these  questions  realize  that  the 
existing  state  of  affairs  is  satisfactory  to  the  English  and  United  States 
publisher  and  to  some  of  our  Canadian  publishers,  while  your  Committee 
regard  the  defects  just  referred  to  as  highly  unsatisfactory  to  the  manu¬ 
facturing-  interests  of  Canada.  Existing  Acts  fall  far  short  of  realizing  our 
rights  under  the  British  North  America  Act,  for  which  Sir  John  Thompson, 
Sir  James  Edgar  and  the  Hon.  David  Mills  so  long  contended.  Under 
existing  arrangements,  at  any  time  an  understanding-  or  agreement  may  be 
arrived  at  between  English  authors  or  publishers  and  American  publishers 
not  to  have  their  books  printed  in  Canada,  which  would  prove  disastrous 
to  important  industries  in  Canada.  Indeed,  at  the  present  moment,  Eng¬ 
lish  authors  in  many  cases  include  Canada  in  an  arrangement  with  their 
American  publishers.  On  this  point  the  Hon.  David  Mills  says,  “That  is 
a  very  unsatisfactory  condition  of  things,  and  one  against  which  I  think 
Canadians  will  continue  to  protest.” 

10.  Your  Committee  would  urge  upon  this  joint  meeting  the  necessity 
for  immediately  submitting*  these  proposals  to  the>  Government,  and  would 
recommend  the  appointment  of  a  deputation  for  that  purpose.

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Subsequently  a  deputation,  which  was  joined  by  representatives  from 
the  Ottawa  Board  of  Trade,  waited  upon  the  Minister  of  Justice,  and  laid 
their  case  before  him.  He  assured  them  that  the  matter  would  receive  his 
serious  consideration. 

The  Accountants'  Section  having  sought  the  intervention  of  the  Board 
with  reference  to  the  passage  of  a  bill  to  incorporate  an  association  to  be 

known  as  “  The  Institute  of  Chartered  Accountants 
Chartered  of  North  America,”  it  was  pointed  out  that  a  gross 

Accountants  injustice  would  be  done  to  the  “Institute  of  Chart¬ 

ered  Accountants  of  Ontario,”  an  institution  that  has 
been  in  existence  for  over  19  years,  if  the  proposed  legislation  were 
granted.  The  Legislation  Committee  of  the  Board  was  instructed  to  deal 
with  the  question,  and  after  hearing  the  views  of  those  in  favor  of  the  pro¬ 
posed  Act  as  well  as  those  opposed,  they  presented  the  following  report,  a 
copy  of  which  was  forwarded  to  the  proper  authorities  at  Ottawa  : 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Council: 

“  Gentlemen, —Your  Committee  having  duly  considered  the  applica¬ 
tion  to  the  Dominion  Parliament  for  an  Act  to  incorporate  ‘The  Institute 
of  Chartered  Accountants  is  of  opinion  that  care  should  be  taken  by  the 
Government  not  to  grant  a  charter  under  a  name  that  would  conflict  with 
any  similar  institutions  now  working-  under  Provincial  Charters,  and  fur¬ 
ther,  that  the  titles  or  degrees  to  be  conferred  should  be  designated  by 
initial  letters  differing*  from,  those  conferred  by  such  existing  institutions, 
and  in  order  that  there  may  be  no  possibility  of  confusion  or  of  infringe¬ 
ment  of  acquired  rights. 

‘ 4  Further,  that  admission  to  the  institute  or  association  and  its  degrees 
should  be  regulated  by  some  fixed  standard  and  not  by  vote  or  ballot. 

“Claim  4  of  the  proposed  Bill  might  be  construed  to  give  trading- 
rights.  It  should  be  made  clear  that  no  such  privileges  are  granted. 

“Your  Committee  urges  that  these  views  be  placed  before  the  Domin¬ 
ion  Government.

The  Bill  was  subsequently  passed  in  a  form  which  seemed  to  largely 
remove  the  objections  which  had  been  raised,  by  giving  to  members  of  ex¬ 
isting  accountancy  organizations  the  rights  of  membership,  but  it  is  noted 
with  some  regret  that  these  rights  have  since  been  denied  to  them  by  those 
having  the  affairs  of  the  new  association  provisionally  in  charge. 

The  Bell  Telephone  Company  having  made  application  to  the  Domin¬ 
ion  Government  for  power  to  increase  their  capital 
Bell  Telephone  stock,  a  Special  Committee  was  appointed  to  oppose 

Company  the  Bill.  Joint  action  with  the  civic  authorities 

resulted  in  the  Dominion  Government  postponing- 
action  for  another  year. 

The  desirability  of  establishing  a  Commercial  Depot  in  London,  Eng¬ 
land,  where  the  products  and  manufactures  of  Canada  could  be  suitably 

exhibited  having  been  conceded,  and  the  Hon.  Geo. 
Commercial  Depot  W.  Ross  having  intimated  his  intention  to  include  in 
in  London,  Eng.  the  year's  estimates  the  sum  of  $5,000  to  be  used  for 

the  purposes  advocated  by  the  Board  of  Trade,  a 
Special  Committee  was  appointed  to  deal  with  the  matter,  and  after  due 
•consideration  the  following  letter  was  addressed  to  the  Premier  : — 
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Toronto,  Feb.  21st,  1902. 

“  Hon.  Geo.  W.  Ross,  Premier  of  Ontario ,  Toronto  : 

“  Dear  Sir, — The  Council  of  the  Board  of  Trade  appointed  a  Com¬ 
mittee  to  consider  suggestions  as  to  the  best  means  of  applying  your  offer 
of  $5,000  per  year  for  the  establishment  of  a  Commercial  Depot  in  London, 
England. 

“After  giving  the  subject  careful  consideration  the  Committee  desire 
to  put  on  record  their  appreciation  of  the  proposal  made  by  you.  In  view 
of  the  importance  of  the  matter,  and  the  advantages  that  might  accrue  to 
this  Province  if  a  suitable  plan  were  carefully  worked  out,  the  Committee 
desire  to  suggest  that  the  Federal  Government  and  other  Provincial  Gov¬ 
ernments  be  asked  to  co-operate  with  the  Government  of  this  Province  in 
establishing  a  depot  for  the  display  of  our  products  and  manufactures,  as 
the  most  practical  way  of  bringing  before  the  people  of  Great  Britain  the 
resources  of  Canada. 

“  It  appears  to  be  difficult  to  suggest  any  plan  whereby  the  expendi¬ 
ture  of  $5,000  a  year  would  accomplish  desired  results.  On  the  other 
hand,  by  joint  action  of  the  various  Governments  of  the  Dominion  the  sum 
of,  say,  $50,000  per  annum  might  be  secured  to  carry  into  effect  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  a  Canadian  Depot. 

“  The  Committee  are  prepared  to  furnish  further  details  should  you  be 
pleased  to  grant  them  an  audience.

In  response  to  this  letter  the  Premier  accorded  an  interview  to  the  re¬ 
presentatives  of  the  Board,  and  after  a  full  discussion  it  was  decided  that 
better  results  could  be  achieved  by  acting  conjointly  with  the  Dominion 
and  other  Provincial  Governments.  Subsequently  the  Canadian  Manufac¬ 
turers’  Association  joined  with  the  Board  of  Trade  in  the  preparation  of  a 
report,  which  took  the  form  of  the  following  letter,  which  was  addressed 
to  the  Premier  of  the  Dominion  : 

Toronto,  May  9th,  1902. 

“  To  the  Rt.  Hon.  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier ,  G.C.  M.G. ,  P.C.,  Premier  of  the  Do¬ 
minion  of  Canada,  Ottawa,  Ont . : 

“Dear  Sir, — The  Board  of  Trade  of  the  City  of  Toronto  and  the 
Canadian  Manufacturers’  Association  desire  to  bring  before  you  certain 
recommendations  regarding  the  establishment  of  a  Canadian  building  in 
London,  and  the  appointment  of  a  Trade  Commissioner  who  shall  repre¬ 
sent  the  growing  manufacturing  and  exporting  industries  of  Canada. 

“  For  many  years  past  it  has  been  felt  that  Canada  has  been  supplying 
a  very  small  share  of  the  enormous  amount  of  food  products  and  other 
supplies  demanded  by  the  British  market.  In  proof  of  this  we  have  but 
to  quote  a  few  figures  from  the  Imperial  Government  Returns:

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“  In  view  of  these  significant  and  astonishing  facts,  we  are  of  the 
opinion  that  some  immediate  steps  should  be  taken  to  place  the  products 
and  manufactures  of  the  Dominion  more  prominently  before  the  British 
people. 

“  Moreover,  it  is  our  unanimous  opinion  that  this  can  be  done  best  by 
establishing  a  special  Canadian  office  and  trade  representative  in  Great 
Britain;  and  after  having  given  the  subject  careful  thought  and  investi¬ 
gation,  we  beg  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the  following"  recom¬ 
mendations  : — 

“  i.  That  the  Dominion  Government  be  urg'ed  to  secure  a  building  in 
a  suitable  district  of  London  for  the  purpose  of  exhibiting"  the  food  and 
other  natural  products  and  the  manufactures  of  Canada. 

“  2.  That  this  building  comprise,  not  only  exhibits  of  Canadian  goods, 
but  that  office  facilities  and  sample  rooms  be  provided  there  to  be  rented 
to  Canadian  firms. 

“3.  That  the  whole  building  be  under  control  of  a  Trade  Commis¬ 
sioner  appointed  by  the  Dominion  Government  who  shall  be  thoroughly 
acquainted  with  the  resources  and  manufactures  of  the  Dominion. 

“4.  That  each  province  be  represented  by  a  Provincial  Commissioner 
who  shall  serve  under  the  Commissioner-in-Chief,  and  shall  be  appointed 
and  remunerated  by  the  Provincial  Government. 

“5.  That  the  cost  of  the  enterprise  be  defrayed  by  an  annual  appro¬ 
priation  from  the  Dominion  Government,  together  with  the  rent  derived 
from  the  various  offices. 

“6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Trade  Commissioner: — 

“  (a)  To  become  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  British  market,  and 
the  sources  of  supply  in  Canada. 

“  ( b )  To  ascertain  the  possibilities  of  trade  between  Canada  and  other 
portions  of  the  Empire. 

“  (c)  To  visit  the  large  trade  centres  in  Great  Britain,  and  come  in 
touch  with  the  various  Chambers  of  Commerce  in  these  cities. 

“  (d)  To  establish  a  well  equipped  bureau  of  information,  the  function 
of  which  would  be  to  supply  for  the  use  of  Canadian  firms  any  needed 
information  concerning  foreign  markets. 

“(c)  To  endeavour,  as  far  as  possible,  to  bring  to  the  favorable 
notice  of  all  countries  the  resources,  products  and  manufactures  of  the 
Dominion. 

“  We  wish  also  to  make  the  following  suggestions: — 

“(nr)  The  building  should  be  a  museum  for  the  display  of  the  natural 
and  manufactured  articles  of  the  Dominion. 

“  ( b )  It  should  be  the  center  of  commercial  intelligence  for  everything 
pertaining  to  Canada. 

“(c)  Canadian  literature,  maps,  trade  indexes,  catalogues,  pictures  of 
public  buildings  and  factories,  should  be  found  on  its  tables  and  walls. 

“  (d)  Our  Trade  Commissioner  should  exert  his  influence  to  have  the 
pupils  of  both  sexes  from  schools  and  colleges  visit  the  museum  and  learn 
of  the  wonderful  resources  of  our  country.  The  educational  advantages  to 
the  rising  generation  would  be  of  inestimable  value  in  teaching  that  Can¬ 
ada  is  something 'more  than  ‘  the  Lady  of  Snows,’  toboggan  slides,  furs 
and  ice  palaces. 

“  (e)  Intelligent  and  courteous  Canadian  attendants  should  be  on  hand 
to  assist  the  visitor  in  his  search  for  information. 

“  We  would  point  out  to  your  Government  that  the  need  for  such  a 
representation  in  Great  Britain  is  most  urgent.  The  United  States 
Government  have  this  year  secured  the  Crystal  Palace  for  a  mammoth 
exposition  of  their  products,  and  unless  Canada  begins  now  to  inaugurate 
an  aggressive  policy  her  opportunity  will  be  lost. 
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“  Moreover,  we  would  point  out  that  owing-  to  the  present  Imperial 
sentiment,  any  action  taken  now  will  be  almost  certain  of  a  hearty  response 
from  the  British  public.  Practical  results  will  be  obtained  in  the  valuable 
assistance  rendered  to  the  manufacturer  and  the  farmer  will  benefit  also  in 
securing  a  wide  foreign  market  for  his  products,  in  fact,  so  profitable  will 
it  become  for  Canadian  producers  that  we  believe  the  whole  plan  will,  in  a 
few  years,  be  self-sustaining.  The  Institute  will  not  have  any  private  ends 
to  serve,  being-  supported  by  the  Dominion  and  conducted  on  strict  busi¬ 
ness  and  educational  lines. 

“We  make  these  recommendations  believing  them  to  be  of  the  high¬ 
est  importance  to  every  class  and  industry  in  the  Dominion,  and  trust  that 
your  Government  will  deal  promptly  and  generously  with  these  proposals 
which  involve  so  distinctly  the  general  well-being  of  our  country.

“As  a  result  of  this  communication  an  interview  was  arranged  with 
the  Premier  and  members  of  the  Dominion  Cabinet,  at  which  representa¬ 
tives  from  the  Canadian  Manufacturers’  Association,  this  Board  and  other 
leading  Boards  of  Trade  were  present.  In  furtherance  of  the  movement 
all  the  leading  Boards  of  Trade  were  invited  to  co-operate  by  sending 
representatives  to  the  conference,  or  submitting  their  views  in  writing  to 
the  Premier.  The  deputations  were  courteously  received  and  the  Premier 
promised  that  the  question  should  receive  his  serious  consideration.” 

The  Board  of  Control  of  the  Civic  Council  having  seen  fit  to  cut  down 
the  estimates  of  the  Toronto  Technical  School,  the  matter  was  taken  up 

by  the  Council  of  this  Board,  and  the  following*  re- 
Technical  Education  solution  was  adopted  and  copies  of  same  forwarded 

to  the  City  Clerk,  with  a  request  that  it  should  be 
submitted  to  the  City  Council,  and  also  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Trades  and 
Labor  Union. 

RE  TECHNICAL  SCHOOL. 

Resolved,  that  this  Board  learns  with  surprise  of  the  action  of  the 
Board  of  Control  in  cutting  down  the  estimates  of  the  Technical  Board  to 
a  figure  that  must  either  impair  the  efficiency  of  the  school  or  result  in  a 
over  draft  to  meet  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  year. 

The  impossibility  of  deducting  an  amount  from  salaries  for  which  the 
Board  is  already  liable  requires  no  explanation,  while  assuming  a  further 
increase  of  fees  over  the  amount  estimated  by  the  Technical  School  Board, 
viz.,  $2,400,  as  appears  to  have  been  done  by  the  Board  of  Control,  would 
indicate  an  expectation  of  success  after  only  eight  months’  duration  of  day 
classes  (from  which  all  the  fees  were  received)  quite  beyond  the  possibility 
of  attainment. 

After  examining  the  estimates  of  the  Technical  School  Board  for  the 
year,  this  Council  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  cost  of  the  work  being  done  bv 
this  Board  is  very  reasonable,  and  much  below  the  cost  of  similar  work 
now  being  conducted  in  institutions  of  a  like  character. 

The  Mayor  of  the  city  is  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the 
Technical  School  Board,  and  had  he  been  in  attendance  at  the  meetings 
of  said  Committee  he  could  have  seen  that  the  strictest  economy  has  been 
practised  in  framing  the  estimates.

The  unfairness  of  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Control  in  thus  seeking 
to  cripple  the  efforts  of  the  Technical  School  Board  to  better  equip  the 
artisan,  the  merchant  and  manufacturer  for  the  keenness  of  competition, 
incident  to  present-day  methods,  is  so  manifestly  injurious  to  the  best  in¬ 
terests  of  this  city  as  an  industrial  and  distributing-  centre,  that  we,  as 
representing  the  great  mercantile  interests  of  the  city,  desire  to  enter  an 
emphatic  protest  against  such  action,  and  request  that  the  City  Council  be 
asked  to  restore  the  amount  named  in  the  estimates  presented  by  said 
Board.  Carried. 

Notwithstanding"  the  strong  protest  entered  by  the  deputation  from 
this  Board,  which  was  supplemented  by  representatives  from  the  Canadian 
Manufacturers’  Association,  the  Trades  and  Labor  Union,  and  other  im¬ 
portant  bodies,  the  Board  of  Control  refused  to  reconsider  their  decision, 
and  the  estimates  for  the  Technical  School  were  reduced  to  a  limit  that 
must  necessarily  cripple  its  usefulness. 

The  matter  of  an  unfair  discrimination  in  the  postal  rates  upon  news¬ 
papers,  magazines,  etc.,  passing  between  Great  Britain  and  Canada  hav¬ 
ing  been  introduced,  the  Executive  Committee  was 
Imperial  Postage  authorized  to  make  inquiries  in  connection  with  same, 

on  Newspapers,  and  reported  to  the  Council  that  the  rates  of  postage 

Magazines,  etc.  on  newspapers,  etc.,  between  Canada  and  the  United 

States  was  i  ct.  for  4  ozs.  as  compared  with  a  rate  of 
1  ct.  for  2  ozs.  between  Great  Britain  and  Canada.  The  Secretary  was 
instructed  to  lay  the  matter  before  the  Hon.  Sir  Wm.  Mulock,  Postmaster- 
General,  with  a  request  that  the  said  discrimination  in  favor  of  the  United 
States  should  receive  his  attention. 

He  replied  that  no  change  could  be  made  in  the  existing  rates  without 
the  consent  of  the  British  Postal  authorities,  the  efforts  to  secure  which 
had  so  far  proved  futile.  The  Hon.  Postmaster-General,  however,  with  his 
visual  energy  and  interest  in  all  things  Canadian,  brought  the  matter  up  at 
the  recent  Imperial  Conference  in  London,  England,  and  since  his  return 
has  sent  us  the  following  letter : — 

Ottawa,  Oct.  29th,  1902. 

“  Dear  Sir,  —  Replying  to  your  letter  of  inquiry  of  28th  instant,  I  beg* 
to  state  that  I  offered  a  motion  at  the  recent  Imperial  Conference  in  Lon¬ 
don,  England,  favoring  a  reduction  of  Inter-Imperial  newspaper  rates,  and 
the  matter  wras  very  fully  discussed.  At  that  time  there  had  been  certain 
changes  in  the  Imperial  Government,  amongst  others  the  Postmaster-Gen¬ 
eralship,  Mr.  Austen  Chamberlain  succeeding-  Lord  Londonderry  in  that 
position,  and  the  Imperial  Government  was  not  in  a  position  at  the  time  of 
the  Conference  to  come  to  a  conclusion  upon  the  subject,  and  therefore  the 
determination  of  the  matter  was  deferred  for  the  consideration  of  the  new 
Postmaster-General,  the  Right  Honourable  Austen  Chamberlain,  and  the 
Imperial  Government.  They  now  have  the  subject  under  consideration, 
but  I  am  not  aware  of  their  having  as  yet  reached  any  conclusion.

A  Committee  having  been  appointed  to  consider  this  important  ques¬ 
tion  the  following  report  was  presented,  and  after 
Steel  Ship  Building  having  received  the  endorsement  of  representatives 
in  Canada  from  the  Marine  Section  of  the  Board,  was  adopted 

as  the  report  of  the  Council. 
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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  “  RE  STEEL  SHIP  BUILD - 

ING  IN  CAN  AD  AT 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Council : 

Gentlemen, — Your  Committee  has  duly  considered  the  position  of  the 
Steel  Ship  Building-  Industry  in  Canada,  and  particularly  the  disadvantage 
under  which  it  labors  in  competition  with  British  shipbuilders,  British  built 
ships  now  enjoying-  all  the  privileges  of  Canadian  built  ships  in  purely 
Canadian  trade,  and  the  rebate  allowed  on  Canadian  built  ships  being  quite 
insufficient  to  counter-balance  the  customs  duties  and  charges  due  to  pro¬ 
tected  industries  payable  on  materials  entering-  into  the  construction  of 
Canadian  vessels. 

They  also  consider  the  establishment  of  a  shipbuilding-  industry  a  great 
advantage  to  Canada,  inasmuch  as  it  would  employ  a  large  quantity  of 
skilled  labor,  form  a  home  market  not  only  for  the  products  of  the  farm, 
but  would  also  provide  the  Canadian  steel  makers  with  a  large  market  for 
their  manufactured  products,  and  greatly  promote,  by  furnishing  increased 
facilities  for  transportation  through  the  recently  completed  Canadian 
canals,  the  development  and  extension  of  our  Northwest. 

They  would  therefore  recommend  that  the  Board  should  petition  the 
Government  of  Canada  to  make  such  increase  in  the  rebates  now  allowed, 
and  provide  such  other  suitable  allowance  as  would  place  Canadian  builders 
on  an  even  basis  with  British  builders,  and  to  bring  such  increase  into  effect 
at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  so  as  to  facilitate  the  establishment  of  ship¬ 
yards  of  sufficient  capacity  to  meet  the  rapidly  growing  demands  made  by 
the  products  of  Western  Canada,  and  in  order  that  the  carrying  trade  of 
Canada  both  on  ocean  and  inland  waters  may  be  retained  in  Canadian 
hands. 

They  would  further  suggest  that  the  Board  should  request  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  Canada  to  make  and  put  into  force  provisions  which  would  prohibit 
the  registration  in  Canada  of  foreign  built  ships,  by  applying  to  them  the 
same  regulations  as  foreign  countries  apply  to  Canadian  built  ships,  thus 
preventing  an  unfair  foreign  competition  with  Canadian  ship  builders.

During  the  month  of  April  last  the  Council  discussed  the  desirability 
of  convening  a  Conference  of  the  Boards  of  Trade  of  the  Dominion,  with 

a  view  of  presenting  and  discussing  resolutions  per- 
Conference  of  taining  to  the  trade  and  commerce  of  the  Dominion. 

Boards  of  Trade  It  was  felt  that  the  approaching  conference  of  the 

of  the  Dominion  Colonial  Premiers  to  be  held  in  London,  England, 

would  be  an  exceptional  opportunity  for  the  submis¬ 
sion  of  many  questions  of  Imperial  importance  to  Canada.  Circular  let¬ 
ters  were  accordingly  issued  to  all  the  Boards  of  Trade  in  the  Dominion, 
inviting  their  co-operation  and  representation  at  the  conference.  The  date 
fixed  for  the  meetings  was  the  4th,  5th  and  6th  of  June,  and  the  carrying 
out  of  the  programme  was  of  such  an  interesting  character  that  it  was 
conceded  on  all  hands  to  be  the  most  important  commercial  gathering  ever 
held  in  the  Dominion.  Over  150  delegates,  representing  63  Boards  of 
Trade,  were  present,  and  the  wide  character  of  the  representation  may 
be  judged  from  the  following  list : —

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Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Hon.  Geo.  W.  Ross,  Premier  of  Ontario, 
the  use  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  Chamber  was  granted  for  the  purposes 
of  the  meetings,  which  were  presided  over  by  Mr.  A.  E.  Ames,  President 
of  this  Board.  The  resolutions  submitted  were  numerous  and  varied,  and 
■the  following  were  adopted  by  the  Conference. 

“  That  whereas  newspapers  and  magazines  from  the  office  of  publi¬ 
cation  pass  between  Canada  and  the  United  States  at  the  domestic  rate  of 

the  two  countries; 

Newspaper  Postage  “And  whereas  the  postal  rates  on  newspapers 

between  Canada  and  magazines  between  Canada  and  Great  Britain 

and  Great  Britain  and  vice  versa  are  so  heavy  as  to  discourage  the 

interchange  of  publications; 

“And  whereas  such  interchange  would  do  much  to  strengthen  Im¬ 
perial  unity  and  that  associations  of  ideas  and  aims  upon  which  such  unity 
can  only  be  based; 

“  Resolved  therefore,  that  in  the  highest  interests  of  Canada,  Great 
Britain  and  the  Empire,  the  postage  on  newspapers  and  periodicals  should 
be  lowered  to  the  domestic  rate,  as  has  been  done  in  the  case  of  letters.” 

“Whereas  the  Imperial  Government  has  changed  its  fiscal  policy  by 
imposing  a  duty  upon  certain  imports; 

“Whereas  in  the  resolution  adopted  by  the 
Trade  Within  the  London  Congress  of  Chambers  of  Commerce  of  the 
Empire  Empire,  held  in  June,  1900,  it  was  stated  that  an 

advantageous  commercial  bond  is  one  of  the  strong¬ 
est  links  in  the  national  unity,  and  that  the  maintenance  and  strengthen¬ 
ing  of  trade  is  the  keystone  of  a  nation’s  successful  development; 

“  Whereas  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Conference  of  Boards  of  Trade  of 
the  Dominion  that  it  is  imperative  in  the  interests  of  the  Empire  that 
some  practical  steps  should  be  taken  towards  consummating  such  an 
arrangement; 

“Whereas  the  British  Colonies  are  admittedly  rich  in  natural  re¬ 
sources,  possessing,  as  they  do,  vast  areas  of  arable  and  mineral  lands,  as 
yet  undeveloped,  and  those  Colonies  are  even  now  producing  in  rapidly 
increasing  quantities,  grain,  flour,  cheese,  butter,  live-stock,  as  well  as  the 
yields  of  the  fisheries,  forests  and  mines,  all  of  which  are  continually  requir¬ 
ed  by  the  British  consumer; 

“  Therefore  resolved,  that  this  Conference  is  of  opinion  that  Great 
Britain  can  best  serve  the  interests  of  the  Empire  by  giving  the  products 
of  her  Colonies  a  preference  in  her  markets  as  against  the  products  of 
foreign  countries,  it  being  believed  that  such  preference  would  stimulate 
trade  and  develop  Colonial  enterprises,  and,  moreover,  serve  to  make  the 
Colonies  attractive,  not  only  to  the  large  number  of  British  subjects  emi¬ 
grating  annually  from  the  British  Isles,  but  also  to  the  surplus  population 
of  other  countries,  and  at  the  same  time  benefit  Great  Britain  by  largely 
freeing  her  from  dependence  upon  foreign  countries  for  her  food  supplies, 
and  with  that  view  the  Prime  Minister  of  Canada  is  hereby  requested  to 
urge,  at  the  Imperial  Conference,  the  securing  of  a  royal  commission  com¬ 
posed  of  representatives  from  Great  Britain  and  the  Colonies,  to  investi¬ 
gate  conditions  and  to  suggest  such  preferential  treatment  of  imports 
from  the  various  parts  of  the  Empire  as  shall  be  best  calculated  to  ensure 
the  fullest  benefits.” 

“  Whereas  Great  Britain  has  placed  an  import  duty  on  agricultural 
products  from  her  Colonies,  as  well  as  from  other  countries; 

“And  whereas  the  building  up  of  the  Colonies 
Resolution  No.  2  is  the  surest  and  best  means  of  strengthening  the 

Empire; 
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“And  whereas  the  volume  of  immigration  to  and  the  development 
of  the  Colonies  (and  of  Canada  especially)  largely  depends  on  the  encour¬ 
agement  given  to  develop  their  agricultural  resources; 

“  Be  it  RESOLVED,  that  this  Conference  requests  the  Hon.  Sir  Wilfrid 
Laurier,  Premier  of  Canada,  to  urge  most  strongly  upon  the  Government 
of  Great  Britain  the  extreme  advisability  of  arranging  the  import  duty  on 
agricultural  produce  into  Great  Britain,  so  that  a  preference  be  given  to  the 
said  products  imported  from  Canada  and  other  Colonies  as  against  the 
importations  from  foreign  countries.” 

“  Resolved,  that  in  order  to  encourage  the  importation  of  British 
goods  via  Canadian  ports,  this  Conference  desires 
Resolution  No.  3  that  the  preferential  rebate  on  goods  imported  from 

Great  Britain,  arriving  by  United  States  ports  shall 
be  limited  to  25  per  cent.” 

“  Resolved,  that  the  members  of  this  Conference  of  Boards  of  Trade 
of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  are  of  the  opinion  that 
Importation  of  the  coming-  Imperial  Conference  in  June  will  afford 

Canadian  Cattle  to  an  opportune  time  to  negotiate  for,  and  that  our 

Great  Britain  representatives  be  asked  to  secure  the  removal  of  the 

embargo  that  exists  against  the  importation  of  Can¬ 
adian  live  cattle  into  Great  Britain,  inasmuch  as  the  present  prohibition 
prejudicially  affects  Canadian  stock  raisers,  and  no  contagious  disease  is 
known  to  exist  in  our  herds.  ” 

“  Resolved,  that  it  is  of  the  first  importance  to  have  the  best  means 
of  maintaining-  the  freest  and  cheapest  intercourse 
State  Cable  between  all  parts  of  the  Empire,  and  that  therefore 

from  Canada  the  policy  adopted  in  establishing  a  state-owned 

to  Australia  cable  from  Canada  to  Australia  should  as  soon  as 

practicable  be  extended,  in  order  that  there  may  be 
a  complete  line  of  British  state-owned  cables  round  the  globe.” 

“  Resolved,  that  this  Conference  holds  the  opinion  that  provision 
should  be  made  at  the  earliest  possible  time  for  a  practical  trade  repres¬ 
entation  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  in  London,  by 
Commercial  Depot  the  establishment  in  that  city  of  a  depot  of  exhibi- 

in  London,  Eng.  tion  presided  over  by  business  experts  having  at 

their  head  a  man  of  comprehensive  knowledge  of 
Canadian  products,  the  whole  purpose  and  scope  of  the  enterprise  being 
the  increase  of  Canadian  trade  throughout  the  Empire  and  Europe,  and 
the  direction  of  the  attention  of  the  people  of  the  British  Isles  to  the 
products  and  capacities  of  Canada  both  as  to  emigration  and  investment.” 

“Whereas  with  a  view  of  extending-  the  trade  relations  of  Canada 
with  foreign  countries,  it  is  urgent  that  the  Federal  Government  should 

appoint  commercial  agents  residing  in  the  principal 
Consular  Agencies  cities  of  the  old  and  new  world's; 

“And  whereas  such  commercial  agents  will  be 
a  great  help  to  our  business  men,  either  by  introducing  them  to  the  leading 
commercial  firms  of  their  locality  or  by  furnishing  most  valuable  informa¬ 
tion  to  the  Honorable  Minister  of  Trade  and  Commerce; 

“  Be  it  resolved,  that  the  Imperial  Government  be  requested  to 
recognize  and  accredit  to  foreign  governments  the  agents  appointed  by 
the  Canadian  Government  and  other  self-governing  countries  of  the  British 
Empire,  and  to  grant  them  the  sufficient  attributions  and  necessary  powers 
to  protect  our  rights.” 
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“  Resolved,  that  the  establishment  of  a  Fast  Atlantic  Steamship 
Line  from  a  Canadian  port  to  a  port  in  Great  Britain,  would  assist  trade  in 

the  Dominion,  would  increase  our  export  trade,  espe- 
Fast  Steamship  cially  in  perishable  products,  would  add  greatly  to 

Service  the  volume  of  passenger  travel  through  Canadian 

channels,  would  give  an  impetus  to  ship-building  in 
Canada  and  would,  with  the  aid  of  our  Transcontinental  Railways,  bind 
the  different  portions  of  the  Empire  more  closely  together; 

“  Further  resolved,  that  speed  should  be  the  first  consideration  in 
the  selection  of  the  ports  of  call  and  terminal  ports,  and  that  the  con¬ 
duct  of  the  enterprise  should  be  under  the  control  of  the  Dominion 
Government; 

“And  further  resolved,  that  our  representatives  at  the  London 
Conference  be  respectfully  asked  to  seek  financial  support  and  co-opera¬ 
tion  from  the  Imperial  Government,  towards  an  undertaking  of  such 
importance  to  Canada  and  the  Empire.’’ 

In  view  of  the  recent  settlement  of  the  South  African  trouble  and  the 
consequent  opening  up  of  the  country,  as  well  as  the  impossibility,  owing* 

to  excessive  freight  rates  of  shipping  heavy  goods 
Steamship  Service  across  this  continent  to  Vancouver  to  enable  us  to 
from  Canadian  Ports  secure  for  Canada  the  Australian  market  for  many 

lines  of  heavy  goods,  and  the  present  necessity  of 
having  to  ship  to  South  Africa  via  United  States  ports, 

“  Resolved,  that  this  Conference  of  Boards  of  Trade  of  the  Domin¬ 
ion  of  Canada  request  the  Government  to  take  active  steps  towards  the 
promotion  of  Canadian  commerce  with  these  countries  by  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  a  cargo  steam  service  from  Canadian  ports  to  be  subsidized  at  so 
much  per  outward  voyage,  calling*  at  South  African  ports  and  proceeding 
to  ports  In  Australasia  considered  most  desirable  by  the  Government  of 
Canada,  thus  enabling*  the  development  of  business  in  heavier  articles 
than  is  possible  under  present  conditions.  The  subsidy  to  be  sufficiently 
large  to  enable  rates  to  be  made  as  low  as  by  competitive  routes. 

“  Further  resolved,  that  the  Government  be  requested  to  provide 
a  faster  service  from  Vancouver  in  order  to  furnish  a  tri-weekly  service  to 
Australia  instead  of  monthly,  as  at  present.” 

“  Resolved,  that  the  Conference  of  the  Boards  of  Trade  of  the  Do¬ 
minion  of  Canada  favors  securing*  such  readjustment 
Duty  on  Lead  of  the  tariff  in  respect  to  imported  lead  products  as 

will  encourage  the  development  of  mining,  smelting 
and  refining  of  lead  and  the  establishment  of  manufactories  of  lead  pro¬ 
ducts  within  the  Dominion.” 

“  Resolved,  that  in  the  opinion  of  this  Conference  it  is  the  duty  of  this 
Dominion,  as  an  important  division  of  the  Empire, 
Defence  to  participate  in  the  cost  of  the  general  defence  of 

said  Empire,  and  therefore  that  an  annual  appropria¬ 
tion  should  be  provided  in  the  Dominion  Budget  for  this  purpose,  to  be  ex¬ 
pended  as  the  Dominion  Government  may  direct.” 

“  Resolved,  that  this  Conference  respectfully  but  strongly  urges  the 
Premier  of  this  Dominion  p.nd  his  colleagues  to  take 
Canadian  Copyright  up  with  the  law  officers  of  the  Crown  of  England  the 

right  of  Canada  to  make  its  own  laws  on  the  subject 
of  copyright,  without  which  its  rights  as  a  self-governing*  colony  are  in¬ 
complete.  ” 
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“  Whereas,  Canada  contains  vast  and  varied  mineral  resources  ; 

“  And  whereas,  the  rapid  and  successful  development  thereof  is  of 
substantial  interest  to  Canada,  as  it  would  create  an 
Mineral  Resources  excellent  market  for  products  of  the  farm  and  factory; 
of  Canada  “Therefore  be  it  resolved,  that  this  Confer¬ 

ence  would  respectfully  submit  that  the  usual  Govern¬ 
ment  subsidies,  both  from  the  Dominion  and  respective  Provinces,  should 
be  granted  to  approved  mineral  colonization  railways.” 

“  Resolved,  that  this  Conference  desires  to  place  itself  on  record  as 
holding  the  opinion  that  a  properly  constituted  Rail- 
Railway  Commission  way  Commission  should  be  created,  with  power 

necessary  to  deal  with  any  questions  affecting  the 
relations  of  all  common  carriers  to  the  people.” 

“  Resolved,  that  this  Conference  of  Boards  of  Trade  of  the  Dominion 
of  Canada  believes  that  in  the  interest  of  the  whole  Dominion  and  to  lessen 

the  cost  of  transportation  between  the  Great  Lakes 
Shipbuilding  in  and  the  seaboard,  the  canals  between  Montreal  and 

Canada  Lake  Erie,  and  the  channel  between  Montreal  and 

the  seaboard,  should  be  deepened  and  would  urge 
the  Government  to  continue  their  work  without  delay ;  and  would  also  give 
our  cordial  support  to  government  assistance  to  the  shipbuilding  industries 
of  this  country,  believing  that  such  help  is  much  needed,  and  would  be  of 
benefit  to  the  country  at  large.” 

“  Whereas  Canadian  trade  is  seriously  handicapped  by  the  differ¬ 
ences  of  the  provisions  of  the  law  in  the  several  Provinces  applying  to 

assignments  for  benefit  of  creditors  by  insolvent 
Canadian  debtors,  and  the  uncertainty  as  to  the  security  offered 

Insolvency  Law  in  business  transactions  by  the  absence  of  an  insol¬ 

vency  law  in  the  Dominion  ; 

“  And  whereas  it  is  important  that  the  Dominion  Parliament  should 
enact  an  insolvency  law  at  the  earliest  possible  date,  whereby  that  confid¬ 
ence  which  is  necessary  for  the  promotion  of  commerce  between  the 
different  Provinces  and  with  the  outside  world  would  be  established  ; 

“Resolved,  that  the  Dominion  Government  should  be  requested  to 
assemble  one  or  more  commercial  representatives  of  the  various  Provinces 
and  the  Territories,  say  in  Ottawa,  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  in  framing 
an  act  having  for  its  basis  the  control  and  management  of  insolvent  estates 
bv  the  interested  creditors  with  the  legal  expenses  reduced  to  a  minimum.” 

“  Whereas  the  rapidly  developing  resources  of  Canada  have  rendered 
the  question  of  transportation  of  vital  importance  to  the  future  prosperity  ot 

the  Dominion,  and 

Improvement  of  “Whereas,  in  the  consideration  of  this  question 

Canadian  Ports  it  is  essential,  from  a  national  standpoint,  that  the 

trade  of  Canada  should,  to  the  utmost  extent  possi¬ 
ble,  be  carried  on  through  Canadian  channels,  and  that  the  exports  and 
imports  of  our  country  should  pass  through  the  seaports  of  the  Dominion, 
and 

“  Whereas,  in  order  to  secure  these  results  it  is  necessary  that  Cana¬ 
dian  ports  should  be  so  thoroughly  improved  and  equipped  as  to  enable 
vessels  of  the  largest  capacity  to  enter  them  with  safety,  and  also  in  order 
that  the  traffic  may  be  handled  with  the  greatest  possible  rapidity  and  at  a 
minimum  cost  ; 

Therefore  resolved,  that  in  view  of  the  vast  importance  of  the  above 
objects  to  the  whole  Dominion,  the  members  of  this  Conference  would 
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earnestly  recommend  the  Federal  Government  to  grant  all  necessary  assist¬ 
ance  towards  the  building-  up  and  proper  equipment  of  Canadian  National 
ports. 

“Resolved,  that  the  Dominion  Government  is  hereby  respectfully 
urged  to  make  such  alterations  in  the  tariff  upon  importations  from  foreign 

countries  not  having  reciprocal  relations  with  this 
Trade  Relations  country  as  will  serve  to  protect  the  natural  products 

with  Foreign  and  manufactures  of  Canada  against  the  present  dis- 

Countries  crimination  under  which  they  suffer,  and  thereby 

bring  about  in  the  near  future  fairer  trade  relations 
between  Canada  and  said  foreign  countries.” 

“  Resolved,  that  the  question  of  transportation  demands  and  should 
have,  the  united  attention  of  the  Boards  of  Trade  throughout  the  Dominion. 

“That  the  Conference  of  the  Boards  of  Trade 
Transportation  of  the  Dominion  should  make  strong- representation 

and  Colonization  to  the  Provincial  and  Dominion  Government  to  aid  in 

making  our  transportation  facilities  equal  to  the 
rapidly  increasing  population  and  growing  industries  of  our  country. 

And  would  therefore  strongly  recommend:  first,  additional  railway 
facilities;  second,  deeper  waterways,  longer  navigation,  extended  harbor 
facilities  and  increased  shipping  tonnage. 

“  Resolved  further,  that  next  to  transportation,  colonization  de¬ 
mands  our  attention.  The  recent  census  shows  conclusively  that  out¬ 
growth  of  population  has  not  been  satisfactory.  Now  that  the  immense 
fertility  of  our  soil  and  resources  of  our  country  are  attracting  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  the  world,  we  regard  this  as  a  most  opportune  time  when  vigorous 
efforts  should  be  put  forth  to  obtain  and  direct  all  desirable  emigrants  to 
our  Dominion.” 

“Whereas  the  largely  increasing  export  trade  of  Canada  necessitates 
the  adoption  of  a  more  simple  and  uniform  system  of  weights  and 

measures  ; 

Metric  System  “And  whereas,  on  the  continent  of  Europe  the 

Metric  System  prevails  from  the  Atlantic  Ocean  to 
the  borders  of  Russia,  and  it  is  also  used  in  the  South  American  Republics; 

“And  whereas  the  adoption  of  the  Metric  System  has  been  urged 
in  Great  Britain,  and  in  the  near  future  may  be  established  in  that  country; 

“Therefore  be  it  resolved,  that  this  Conference  urges  the  neces¬ 
sity  of  immediate  action  being  taken  toward  the  establishment  of  the 
Metric  System  of  Weig-hts  and  Measures  for  Canada.” 

“  Resolved,  that  this  Conference  respectfully  suggests  that  the  im¬ 
portant  question  of  the  discriminating  rates  of  Marine 
Marine  Insurance  Insurance  against  Canadian  ports  be  brought  to  the 

attention  of  the  Ministers  about  to  attend  the  coming 
Conference  in  London.” 

On  motion  the  Conference  decided  to  leave  the  presentation  of  these 
Resolutions  to  the  Premier  and  his  Cabinet  in  the  hands  of  the  Toronto 

Board  of  Trade,  with  power  to  add  to  their  number. 
Presentation  of  Having  been  joined  by  representatives  from  Mon- 

Reports  to  Premier  treal,  Ottawa  and  Brantford  Boards  of  Trade,  they 

subsequently  waited  upon  the  Premier,  and  the  Pre¬ 
sident  of  the  Toronto  Board,  Mr.  A.  E.  Ames,  on  behalf  of  the  delegates, 
presented  the  Resolutions,  and  was  assured  that  the  various  questions  sub¬ 
mitted  would  be  carefully  considered. 
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The  discussions  upon  these  resolutions  were  of  a  most  interesting 
character,  and  form  a  valuable  epitome  of  commercial  opinion  throughout 
the  Dominion,  which  should  prove  of  great  value  to  trade  interests.  A 
verbatim  report  of  these  proceedings  was  published,  larg-e  numbers  of 
which  were  sold.  A  few  copies  are  still  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Board,  and  may  be  had  upon  payment  of  50  cents  per  copy. 

On  the  evening  of  the  5th  inst.  a  complimentary  banquet  was  tendered 
to  the  delegates  in  the  Horticultural  Pavilion,  Allan  Gardens,  at  which  the 
following  guests  were  present,  viz.:  Mr.  A.  E.  Ames,  Hon.  J.  I.  Tarte, 
Hon.  Wm.  Mulock,  Hon.  Wm.  Paterson,  Hon.  Geo.  A.  Cox,  Hon.  Geo. 
W.  Ross,  Judge  Morison,  of  Newfoundland  ;  Hon.  J.  R.  Stratton,  Hon. 
John  Dryden,  Hon.  Richard  Harcourt,  Mayor  Howland,  J.  D.  Allan,  Geo. 
Robertson,  St.  John,  N.B.;  Robert  Munro,  J.  F.  Ellis,  Wm.  Briggs,  Jas. 
L.  Hughes,  John  Coates,  Ottawa;  W.  K.  McNaught,  Wm.  Mackenzie. 

The  decorations  were  of  an  exceedingly  beautiful  character,  the  color 
scheme  being  white  and  light  green,  which  lent  itself  in  an  unusual  degree 
to  the  handsome  floral  decorations.  The  pillars  were  swathed  in  drapery 
of  these  colors,  and  a  canopy  extended  towards  the  centre  of  the  hall  and 
up  to  the  roof.  The  tables  and  platform  were  gorgeous  with  their  tasteful 
arrangements  of  flowers  and  palms.  Over  the  table  of  honor  was  suspend¬ 
ed  a  white  dove,  emblematic  of  the  peace  which  had  just  been  proclaimed 
throughout  His  Majesty’s  dominions,  while  in  the  rear  was  a  huge  maple 
leaf  made  of  ferns  on  a  background  of  white.  The  scene  was  altogether 
a  very  animated  one — the  galleries  were  filled  with  ladies  and  their  escorts, 
and  the  band  and  chorus  of  the  48th  Highlanders  rendered  a  choice  pro¬ 
gramme  of  music  during  the  evening. 

The  President,  in  a  few  well  chosen  words,  proposed  the  first  toast, 
“The  King,”  and  expressed  the  hope  that  it  would  be  honored  throughout 
the  Empire  for  many  years  to  come.  The  toast  “  Canada  and  the  Empire  ” 
was  coupled  with  the  names  of  Hon.  J.  Israel  Tarte,  Minister  of  Public 
Works;  Hon.  Wm.  Mulock,  Postmaster-General;  and  Judg-e  Morison,  of 
Newfoundland.  Mr.  Tarte  made  a  characteristic  speech,  dwelling  strongly 
upon  the  great  natural  resources  of  our  land  of  promise.  He  congratulated 
the  President  of  the  Conference  upon  the  stand  which  had  been  taken  upon 
the  important  question  of  transportation,  and  assured  them  that  they 
should  have  a  Canadian  Fast  Line.  Mr.  Mulock  spoke  with  confidence  of 
the  splendid  market  for  Canadian  goods  which  was  waiting  in  Australia, 
and  strongly  supported  the  establishment  of  a  fast  Atlantic  Line,  which 
would  be  the  means  of  diverting-  a  vast  amount  of  traffic  between  Europe 
and  Australia  through  Canada.  Judge  Morison,  of  Newfoundland,  assured 
the  audience  that  the  “  right  little,  tight  little  island  of  Newfoundland 
was  ready  for  confederation  with  Canada,  and  suggested  the  desirability 
of  negotiations  being  commenced  without  delay. 

“  Our  Guests  ”  was  responded  to  by  Mr.  Geo.  Robertson,  President 
of  the  St.  John,  N.B.,  Board  of  Trade  ;  Mr.  John  Russell,  President  of  the 
Winnipeg  Board  of  Trade;  Mr.  D.  Masson,  President  of  the  Chambre  de 
Commerce  of  Montreal  ;  and  Mr.  Robt.  Munro,  President  of  the  Montreal 
Board  of  Trade. 

The  “Resources  and  Prospects  of  Canada  ”  was  proposed  by  Mr. 
James  D.  Allan,  2nd  Vice-President  of  the  Toronto  Board  of  Trade.  The 
Hon.  Geo.  W.  Ross,  on  rising-  to  respond,  was  received  with  the  greatest 
enthusiasm.  He  designated  the  Conference  a  “Commercial  Parliament,” 
and  referred  to  the  many  important  questions  which  had  been  under  dis¬ 
cussion.  In  speaking  of  the  resources  of  Canada  he  dwelt  upon  the  great 
agricultural  possibilities  which  were  at  the  foundation  of  her  prosperity, 
and  prophesied  that  as  the  years  went  by  she  was  bound  to  become  one  of 
the  strongest  and  most  important  divisions  of  the  great  Empire  to  which 
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she  belonged.  He  characterized  her  great  mineral  wealth  as  beyond  the 
dreams  of  avarice,  and  eulogized  the  richness  of  her  forests  which  would 
shortly  be  called  upon  to  supply  the  timber  requirements  of  America.  He 
also  furnished  interesting-  statistics  with  reference  to  the  universities  and 
colleges  of  Canada,  and  emphasized  the  mental  equipment  which  the  sons 
of  Canada  required  to  prepare  them  for  the  great  role  which  they  were 
called  upon  to  fill  in  this  Western  hemisphere.  He  closed  by  impressing- 
the  desirability  of  making  a  market  for  Canadian  goods  in  the  Old  World, 
and  spoke  of  the  warm  place  Canada  now  holds  in  the  hearts  of  the  British 
people.  The  enjoyable  social  function  of  the  Conference  was  brought  to 
a  close  by  the  band  playing  “  God  Save  the  King.  " 

The  labors  connected  with  the  Conference  of  Boards  of  Trade  were 
scarcely  ended  when  it  was  decided  that  in  the  interests  of  the  citizens  ot 

Toronto  the  influence  of  the  Board  of  Trade  should 
Street  Railway  be  used  to  avert,  if  possible,  a  strike  of  the  Street 

Strike  Railway  employees  which  was  then  pending.  At  a 

meeting  of  the  Council  held  on  June  16th,  the  follow¬ 
ing  were  appointed  a  Committee  to  deal  with  the  matter,  viz.:  Messrs.  A. 
E.  Ames,  W.  J.  Gage,  James  D.  Allan  and  Secretary  Jarvis.  This  Com¬ 
mittee  attended  the  midnight  and  other  meetings  held  by  the  railway 
employees,  and  owing  to  the  disinterested  character  of  their  position  were 
able  to  act  in  an  intermediary  capacity  between  the  employees  and  the 
Railway  Company.  All  their  efforts,  however,  to  bring  about  an  arrange¬ 
ment  that  would  be  satisfactory  to  both  parties  proved  unavailing,  and  on 
the  morning  of  Saturday,  June  21st,  the  citizens  awoke  to  the  fact  that 
their  usual  means  of  conveyance  was  cut  off  and  great  inconvenience  and 
discomfort  resulted.  On  Sunday  an  attempt  was  made  to  run  the  cars, 
but  the  violence  and  interference  of  the  mob  necessitated  their  withdrawal 
and  the  calling  out  of  the  militia.  Owing  to  the  serious  aspect  which  the 
strike  had  assumed,  the  Committee  assembled  on  Sunday  evening  and  an 
all  night  session,  which  included  many  journeyings  between  the  representa¬ 
tives  of  the  Company  and  the  Employees  Committee,  resulted  in  an  agree¬ 
ment  being  signed  at  2  p.m.  on  Monday,  June  23rd,  which  was  subsequently 
ratified  at  a  mass  meeting  of  the  employees  held  at  four  o’clock  on  the  same 
day.  On  Tuesday  morning  the  citizens  were  aroused  from  their  slumbers 
by  the  welcome  sound  of  the  motorman’s  gong  and  the  whirr  of  the  wheels 
which  were  once  more  ready  to  carry  them  to  their  several  destinations. 

On  the  morning  of  July  10th,  the  citizens  of  Toronto  were  shocked  to 
learn  that  in  the  destruction  of  the  premises  occupied  by  P.  McIntosh  & 

Sons,  on  Front  St.,  East,  five  of  our  brave  firemen 
Firemen's  had  lost  their  lives  while  in  the  discharge  of  duty. 

Permanent  The  Council  decided  that  some  action  should  be 

Relief  Fund  taken  with  regard  to  provision  for  the  wives  and  fam¬ 

ilies  of  the  deceased  firemen,  and  the  following  were 
appointed  a  Committee  to  investigate  the  financial  position  of  those  who 
were  dependent  upon  the  deceased,  viz., — Messrs.  J.  W.  Flavelle,  Edward 
Gurney,  J.  F.  Ellis  and  Noel  Marshall.  The  report  presented  by  this  Com¬ 
mittee  contained  the  suggestion  that  a  sum  of  $50,000  should  be  raised  for 
the  relief,  not  only  of  those  who  had  suffered  through  the  present  disaster, 
but  also  in  case  of  future  calamities,  and  proposed  that  the  City  Council  should 
give  a  grant  of  $25,000,  and  the  remaining  $25,000  should  be  raised  by  private 
subscription  from  the  citizens  at  large.  Through  the  energetic  efforts  ot 
this  Committee,  aided  by  Messrs.  H.  C.  Hammond  and  J.  J.  Kenny,  a  total 
fund  of  $53,939.85  was  subscribed,  and  the  following  were  appointed  . 
Trustees  to  administer  the  fund  under  the  Terms  of  a  Trust  Deed  which 
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had  been  prepared,  viz.: — His  Worship  Mayor  Howland,  A.  E.  Ames, 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade;  H.  D.  P.  Armstrong',  President  of  the 
Fire  Underwriters’  Association,  and  John  Thompson,  Chief  of  the  Fire 
Brig-ade,  their  successors  in  office  to  be  empowered  to  act  in  a  similar 
capacity.  Subsequently  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  Mr.  Paul 
Jarvis,  was  appointed  Secretary  of  the  fund.  The  necessities  of  the 
various  dependents  have  been  duly  considered  by  the  Trustees  and  relief 
afforded  accordingly. 

Word  having  been  received  that  it  was  the  intention  of  Sir  Edmund 
Barton,  Premier  of  Australia,  to  pay  a  visit  to  Canada  en  route  to  his 

home,  from  duties  at  the  Colonial  Conference  of 
Banquet  to  Sir  Premiers,  which  had  been  held  in  London,  England, 

Edmund  Barton,  it  was  decided  to  tender  him  a  banquet.  In  view  of 

Premier  of  Australia  the  largely  increasing  possibilities  of  trade  which  are 

developing  between  Australia  and  Canada,  it  was 
felt  that  an  opportunity  should  be  given  the  business  men  of  the  city  to 
meet  the  Premier  and  obtain  his  views  upon  this  important  question. 
Accordingly  an  invitation  was  tendered  and  accepted  by  Sir  Edmund  Bar¬ 
ton,  and  a  most  successful  banquet,  at  which  all  the  leading  business  men 
of  the  city  were  present,  was  held  at  the  Toronto  Club,  on  the  evening  of 
September  3rd. 

This  question  which  had  been  introduced  by  the  Council  of  the  pre¬ 
vious  year,  was  revived  and  the  Development  and  Tourist  Committee  after 

a  full  consideration  of  the  various  communications 
-Canadian  Old  which  had  been  received  from  other  Boards  of 

Home  Week  Trade,  civic  corporations,  etc.,  decided  that  suffi¬ 

cient  scope  would  be  afforded  by  making'  it  simply 
an  “Ontario  Old  Home  Week.’  They  then  waited  upon  the  City  Council 
to  ask  for  co-operation,  and  also  for  a  g'rant  of  money  to  enable  them  to 
arrange  and  carry  out  an  attractive  programme.  It  is  proposed  if  the 
plan  is  successfully  carried  out,  that  large  numbers  of  expatriated  Cana¬ 
dians  now  resident  in  the  United  States  will  revisit  their  native  land 
and  see  the  great  improvements  which  have  been  made  in  the  last  few 
years. 

Press  notices  having'  appeared  which  stated  that  it  was  the  intention 
of  the  Canadian  Pacific  and  Grand  Trunk  Railway 
Freight  Rates  Companies  to  increase  the  rates  of  freight  carried  on 

their  lines,  the  Freight  Rates  Committee  of  the 
Board  met  and  prepared  the  following  report: — 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  “ RE  FREIGHT  RATES T 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Council : — 

Gentlemen: — 

Your  Committee  having  been  advised  that  an  increase  in  freight  rates 
was  proposed  bv  the  Grand  Trunk  and  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Com¬ 
panies  met  on  Monday,  the  24th  of  November,  when  the  following  resolu¬ 
tion  was  unanimously  passed: — 

Moved  by  Mr.  Kemp,  seconded  by  Mr.  Ames. 

“  That  this  Committee  report  to  the  Council  of  the  Board  a  recom¬ 
mendation  that  they  communicate  with  the  Grand  Trunk  and  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway  Companies  stating  that  it  having  been  reported  that  a 
general  advance  in  freight  rates  was  contemplated  by  the  Railways,  the 
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Council  desires  to  ascertain  whether,  and  to  what  extent  this  is  the  case, 
and  when  such  increases  as  are  proposed  to  be  made  are  intended  to  come 
into  operation ;  also  that  the  Committee  recommends  that  the  Council 
appoint  a  small  Committee  to  consider  the  Bill  introduced  by  Mr.  Blair  at 
the  last  session  of  Parliament,  and  to  ascertain  as  to  whether  the  said 
Bill  provides  for  the  adequate  supervision  of  and  Regulation  of  Freight 
Rates.” 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted,

Toronto,  Nov.  24th,  1902. 

This  report  was  submitted  to  the  Council  and  adopted  by  them.  The 
following  resolution  was  also  passed: 

“  That  in  view  of  the  complexity  of  the  question  relating  to  the  author¬ 
ization  by  the  Government  of  tolls  which  railways  are  authorized  to  collect 
for  transportation  of  freight,  and  the  various  rulings,  regulations  and  con¬ 
ditions  which  are  enforced  by  them  in  connection  therewith;  also  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  a  Bill  has  been  framed  by  the  Government  for  the  purpose 
of  amending  and  consolidating  the  law  respecting  railways,  in  which 
Bill  it  is  intended  to  provide  for  the  regulation  of  all  these  matters, 

“Therefore  be  it  resolved  that  this  Council  authorize  the  investi¬ 
gation  of  existing  conditions  in  order  to  see  whether  the  present  Bill  amplv 
protects  the  public.” — Carried. 

Further  action  on  the  part  of  the  Council  was  rendered  unnecessary’  by 
notice  from  the  representatives  of  the  Railway  Companies  that  the  con¬ 
templated  increase  in  rates  was  not  going  into  effect  at  present.
